transportation contracts. 
So far as I can 
learn, no contracts for sending these laborers 
through the U nited States have been mane. 
I am informed that the Chinese can be taken 
in sailing vessels arouud Cape Horn to Cnina 
for 830 apiece. 
I t would cost in the neigh­ 
borhood of 8100 apiece to brtr.g them from 
Cuba to New York, tend them to S in Fran­ 
cisco, and fake them thence to Hongkong, 
Possibly the rate might he a little less via 
New Orleans or Galvesten, but not enough to 
compete with the direct water route.

agents in Cuba asking term s for transporta­ 
tion.

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THE 
POLES OF IXTEEMS COLD. 


There appear to be two districts on the 
northern 
hemisphere, widely separated 
from each other, in which the coldest 
places od the earth are to be found. 
One 


18 in Northern Siberia, the other in the 
American Arctic Archipelago. 
The par­ 
ticular points within these regions, that 
have the property of being colder than all 
eurroundiog points, may be called the poles 
of extreme coid. 
Their geographical situ­ 
ation is not precisely ascertained, because 
a sufficient number of observations have 
not been made, but enough is known to 
make it safe to conclude that the Asiatic 
pole is north of Yakutsk, and the Ameri­ 
can pole northwest erf the Barry Islands, 
toward Eastern Siberia. 
The Asiatic pole 
is upon the mainland, the American pole 
in a sea studded with islands ; and from 
this the two regions derive distinct climate 
characters. 
Near the Siberian pole, which 
lies in the comparatively 
low latitude 
of from CO4 to TO", tbe continental climate 
is exhibited in an extremely cold winter 
aud a warm summer, while the more mari­ 
time climate of the American pole, which ¡ 
lies between 65° and 08° of latitude, is ex­ 
pressed in a relatively milder winter and 
cooler summer. 
Yakutsk haa hitherto 
been considered the coldest place on the 
earth, it having a mean temperature in 
January of —45°. Colder places have since 
been found that have a mean temperature 
for January as low as — 53’. Tiiey are sit­ 
uated in about latitude 67i° north, near 
W erkojansk, in Siberia. 
Tne cold-pole is 
located here from November till March ; it 
then moves in April and May toward the 
northwest into the'A rctic ocsan, between 
the mouth of the Obi and Nova Zembla, 
and afterward returns to Werkojansk. 
W erkojansk is the only place th at lies 
within the isotherm of — 40’ during No­ 
vember, December, January and February, 
or for four m onths; Yakutsk suffers this 
mean temperature denng December and 
January ; Ustj msk, at the mouth of the 
Yana, only during January ; while Tolstoi 
Noos, at the mouth of the Yenisei, lies 
entirely outside of the isotherm of — 40°. 
The mean annu )1 temperat ire of the Sibe­ 
rian cold-pole may be estimated at 2°. 
A 
still colder place appears to have been found 
by M. Kiutcchak, of Lieutenant Schwatka’a 
epedition, at the Adelaide peninsula, in 
Cockburn bay, latitude 66° to 68°, where 
the temperate in January, 1SS0, reached 
— 72°; in December, 1879, and February, 
1880, 
6S° ; and in September, October 
and November, 1879, o’, — 38° and — 49° 
respectively. 
The mean temperature from 
December to February, 48°, varies but lit­ 
tle from that of W erkojansk, and is from 
18’ to 21° lower than had been previously 
noticed in the American cold region.

sir,” was Bismarck’s reply, “ here at F rank­ 
fort.”—[Fortnightly Review.

One day we ad- 
vtriised that the school-girls of V»3sar Col­ 
lege were coming down in a body to witness 
it. 
I think some tickets bad been distrib­ 
uted so that they might eventually reach 
Vassar College. 
Now, of course, I can’t be 
expected to know everybody that comes 
into a theater, and I can’t give the exact 
jnm ber of Vassar girls who were at Booth’s 
on that day. 
I’ve no doubt some of them 
were there. 
Then I invited the ■ Faculty 
of Yale College to see ‘Julius.’ 
That was 
genuine. 
They came down from New H a­ 
ven in a body, and ‘ I’ve no doubt were 
much admired by the rest of the audience. 
But 
THE CAP SHEAF 
Of all these devices for keeping ‘Jn lin s’ 
before the public was the invitation given 
to the Legislature and the State officers at 
Albany. 
Governor Tilden, Senators and 
A-semblymen, all came to New York on a 
special train. 
Governor Bedle and other 
representatives of New Jersey came over, 
too. 
They marched in a pros "sion down 
Fifth-avenue ; there was slow lire and bine 
music, and an immense hoora v. 
The the­ 
ater was packed. 
The people who came 
got their money’s worih of * Julius Caesar’ 
end of modern legislators and Governors. 
Those who didn’t come that night had their 
appetiteB whetted by the incident, and 
afterward they, too, gave us a visit. 
Vul­ 
gar persons might speak of this as an ad­ 
vertising dodge. 
N choiy ever claimed, 
however, that the play itself did not war­ 
rant any such means of advertising it. 
“ Then there was Charlotte Cushman's 
farewell performance. 
I will not say that 
the actress herself gave it that name. 
However, it was her farewell performance 
so far as New York was concirned. 
It 
took a great deal of time and money to ar­ 
range the details of that little event. 
No­ 
body will deny that the occasion warranted 
such memorable farewell scenes. 
All the 
prominent admirers of the art which she 
represented were induced to participate. 
Governor Tilden, Bayard Taylcr, and other 
gentlemen of note loaned their presence 
th at night. 
A vast procession was gotten 
up. 
As originally prepared, the 
pro­ 
gramme included in the procession the 
members of the Arcadian Club. 
Through 
the kindness and generosity of our distin­ 
guished fellow townsman, Algernon S. Sul­ 
livan, I wa3 enabled to bring this about. 
At the last moment, however, 
A HITCH OCCURRED. 
They will occur in the best regulated thea­ 
ters. 
Meeting Mr. Sullivan one day, he 
blandly informed me th at the Arcadian 
Club would not be able to participate iu 
the parade. 
I have always suspected that 
Mr. Sullivan smelled a mouse; th at he 
thought be saw a great advertising scheme 
slowly blossoming. 
‘ But the Arcachaa 
Club will surely parade,’ I said to Mr. 
Sullivan. 
It did. 
I hired 250 ‘supers ’ at 
25 cents apiece, and gave them each a 
flambeau—see your newspaper file for the 
use that we made of that excellent word in 
advertising this affair. 
I had an immense 
transparency made with the words ‘ Ar­ 
cadian C lub’ painted upon it. 
My club 
was marshaled into line, aud down Broad­ 
way it paraded behind Downing’s Ninth 
Regiment Band. 
Some of the newspapers 
d id , I believe, unkindly liken the club aod 
tbe parade to a torchlight procession. 
But 
r. m em ber one thing. 
Booth’s Theater 
e'uck 
ut all over the newspaper pages. 
Tout v is my objective point, and I hope I 
may be pardonea in my devotion to art for 
being 
1 ractical always. 
I never knew 
wtiac became of the Arcadian Club. 
Tne 
rascals stole my banner and my flambeaus, 
and 1 always considered them as my con­ 
tribution to the expenses of tbe following 
political campaign. 
We had fire works in 
M idison-sqnare after the performance that 
night. 
Fitty thousand personB assembled 
to see them. 
Cushman made a speech 
from the balcony of the F ilth Avenue Ho­ 
tel, Jarratt and Palmer and myself sup­ 
porting her. 
I had been put to 
HY w it s’ ENDS 
To provide a piece representing the bust of 
William Saakespeere. 
I had finally found 
what 1 thought would answer every pur­ 
pose. 
W hen this particular pitea of pyro­ 
technics went off everybody in the sqqare 
yeiled and shouted their admiration. Turn­ 
ing to me, Cushman asked, “ Who is that, 
Mr. Tooker ?” 
“ ^h at is the immortal 
W illiam.” I replied. 
Well, it was, in one 
sense. 
You see when I bad gone to hunt­ 
ing up Shakespeare’s bust I discovered that 
not a single fireworks dialer in town had 
o-e. 
Koster k Green, the agents of Edge 
k Co, were the last ones I visited in my 
search, aud when they gave me the same 
answer as all the rest I y as truly in de- 
epair. 
They did have, how v*r, an encr- 
mcus bust of William M. Tweed, which 
had been left on their hat-di hy admiring 
friends whose enthusiasm had died out 
when Mr. Tweed was lodged in a prison 
cell. 
The bu3t was off red to me cheap, 
and I took it and used it in Madison 
squsre on that eventful night. 
It went cff 
beautifully. 
“ There was one little incident for which 


I believe Palmer always held me responsi­ 
ble, but which I aesure yon on my honor 
was the pnrest accident so far as I was con­ 
cerned. I t occurred when Barry Sullivan’s 
engagement with ns began. 
As he was a 
famous Irishman there was no impropriety 
in giving him an Irish reception. 
Colonel 
Cavanaugh, of the gallant Sixty-ninth 
grew enthusiastic over the idea, and agreed 
to bring his regiment to the theater on the 
opeoing night. 
I provided seats for the 
whole regiment in the balcony, and the 
men marched down Broadway in tine st> le 
to the most 
INSPIRITING OF IRISH AIRS. 
I took care to go along marching side by 
side with the Colonel, for how did I know 
hut some other manager might seek to en­ 
trap the regiment. 
Once inbide the thea­ 
ter, I arranged with the leader of the hand 
to strike up ‘ See, the Conquering Hero 
Comes’ the moment that Barry was called 
before the eurtaiu, as he was bound to be 
by the enthusiastic andience. 
I watched 
th at baDd pretty closely, but I couldn’t be 
in more than ten different parts of the 
house at the same time. 
It so happened 
that at the moment when Hamlet’s Ghost 
appeared I was engaged on the stage. 
The 
Ghost stalked solemnly out on the boards, 
and, to my horror, no sooner did he come 
to a halt than that leader passed the word 
around and the band struck up ‘ See, the 
Conquering Hero Comes.’ 
The audience 
fairly Bhricked with laughter, and I—well, 
I went hurriedly around to the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel to get a coffee bean, with 
Palmer tearing mad and in hot pursuit. 
“ The first speech th at Wilkie (Jal lins ever 
made in this country was made on the 
stage of Daly’Bold theater, in Broadway. 
We offered Mr. Collins a box to enable 
him to'be present and see the production 
of hia ‘ Woman in W hite.’ 
W hen the 
ushers and supers and others in the audi­ 
ence learned of his presence of course they 
began to clamor for him to come forward. 
One could step from the box upon the 
Btage, and at the proper moment 1 invited 
Mr. Collins down to the Btage on some pre­ 
text, and then gently edged him along into 
the view of the auoitnce. 
The result was 
a very happy speech from . 
THE DISTINGUISHED AUTHOR 
Of about fifteen minutes’ duration. 
The 
idea of inviting peopie of note to our thea­ 
ter originated with ns. 
Florence and I, 
when we were managing W allaek’s old 
theater, had General Cochrane and General 
Thomas F. Meagher with us one night. 
The war feeling was at its hight, and both 
men were very popular. 
The audience de­ 
manded th at Meagher should come forward 
and show himself. 
He did so, and made 
one of his most fiery speeches. 
Of course, 
such inc.dents were commented upon in 
the newspapers, and people gradually be­ 
gan to look for something out of Jhe ordi­ 
nary at our theater. 
Make money ? 
Oh, 
yes, we nude lots of money out of such 
little incidents. 
You’ve got to keep up the 
excitement and interest in your theater all 
the time to make it pay. 
Never lose a 
point. 
The ‘ professional matinee ’ was 
another idea. 
I t has been copied all over 
the country. 
W nen ‘Julius C«e3a r ’ was 
on at Bootn’s I sent a ticket to every actor 
and actress of note in the city for a certain 
afternoon performance. 
Of course the fact 
was not allowed to pass unnoticed by the 
newspapers. 
The actors and actresses 
came, went on exhibition, as it were, and 
were pointed out and admired by ,the big 
audience th at came to see ‘ Julius Cmsar.’ 
Salvini has since done the same thing at 
the same theater. 
Of course if all the 
actors and actresses didn’t use their tickets 
themselves that was not the fault of the 
management. 
Frankly speaking, it was a 
m atter of indifference to us. 
W e always 
managed to keep Booth’s ablaze with ex­ 
citement of one kind or another—flags, 
red fire, anything to catch 


THE POPULAR FANCY. 
“ Yes, I was with Jsrre tt & Palmer 
when they produced the ‘Black Crook ’ at 
Fisk’s Grand Opera House, by an arrange­ 
ment with the Kiralfy Brothers. 
Con­ 
siderable talk was made about the immor­ 
ality of the ballet, et cetera and so forth. 
I sent tickets to every clergyman in town, 
inviting them to be present and witness a 
performance and to go behind the scenes as 
well, where they could see all that the.e 
was to be seen. 
Did they come? 
Well, I 
can’t’swear to that. I have no doubt some 
of them did, or maybe they gave the tick­ 
ets to the parishioners, for a great many of 
the tickets were taken up at the door. 
I’ve brought together a great many doc­ 
tors in Booth’s theater by this 
liberal 
system of 
advertising. 
I used Jarret 
k Palmer’s, steamboat 
Plym outh Rock 
as 
an advertising 
adjunct 
of 
their 
theater. 
I 
remember 
advertising 
once th a t all the members of 
tne 
bal­ 
let in the spectacle of 
‘ Enchantm ent,’ 
given in the ‘ B’a:k Crook,’ would be on 
boird the Plymouth Rock on her trip up 
the Hudson on a certain day. 
That ballet 
had already created a furor, and everybody 
was talking about it. 
I suppose flowers 
worth a thousand dollars were nightly sent 
to its members at Niblo’s by bjtekers aud 
other enthusiastic gentlemen. 
Well, when 
the 
advertisement 
appeared 
hundreds 
bought tickets for the rail up the Hudson. 
I suppose 4.000 persons must have been 
aboard. 
Hundreds more came down to the 
dock to see the members of the ballet. 
And just because the members didn’t ap­ 
pear in their tights, but wore clothes just 
like everybody else, there was 


A HOWL OF INDIGNATION, 
And peo’ple said the whole thing was a 
fraud. 
The ballet «'as on board Ihe boat 
all the same and had a jolly sail up the 
river. 
I used the Plym outh Rock on an­ 
other occasion, when Booth went to E u­ 
ropa the fi-st timo. 
It is true that, the 
boat was on her regular trip to Rockaway 
th at day. 
The fact th at Booth and Emma 
Thursby and the Duke of Argyll were ail 
to sail on the English steamer suggested 
the idea of giving the event some prom­ 
inence. 
It was duly advertised, an im ­ 
mense crowd came aboard the Rock, and 
we sailed out through the Narrows in com­ 
pany with oar distinguished acquaintances. 
The band played Scotch airs and ‘ Waoa, 
E tima,’ and the crowd shouted until their 
lungs were hoarse over the entertainment 
which we had so generously provided. 
I 
thought that the little incident might be a 
help to Booth and Thursby on the other 
side, and I to t up the hurrah more as a 
friendly act to them, though it paid ,us all 
the same for our trouble. 
“ There are numberless ways in which 
incidents can be created th at will look 
nicely in print and attract attention to a 
theater. 
The newspapers like ’em, the. 
public likes ’em, so do tbe managers, and 
what gives happiness to everybody can’t 
be called by ftarah names. 
When Rignold 
wa3 playing * Henry V.’ I arranged to nave 
Dom Pedro present. 
Royalty loves to be 
tickled « t i littls compliments, a d tie 
Brazilian Emperor was given one of the 
best hexes. 
A t the proper time Rignold, 
in his kingly dress and crown, was escorted 
to the Emperor’s box. and there tbe two 
were introduced—all in plain view of the 
audience, remember. 
Now, that was 


A PRETTY LITTLE INCIDENT, 
. 
W asn’t it? Kalakana, the King cf the 
Sandwich Islands, w?s an invited guest on 
another 
occasion, and the 
newspapers 
didn’t forget to announce the fact or to 
mention the name of the theater. 
W hen 
I started the story of Barry Sullivan’s 
handsome faoe and figure, and bow he was 
receiving daily scores of letters from the 
fair sex, there was a crowd of ladies always 
around the stage entrance to catch a 
glimpse of 
the 
actor as he went in 
or came out. 
I believe 
I 
managed 
to 
get 
up 
a 
row 
between 
the 
hnaband of the lady who played the French 
Princess in ‘ Henry V.’and some othrr ac­ 
tor, by insisting that the kiss bestowed 
upon the lady in th» play was out of a l 
proportion to the relations existing be­ 
tween 
her 
and 
the 
gentleman 
who 
was acting a 
psrt. 
This led to cor- 
respóndenos 
and 
unpleasantness, 
and 
the 
enraged hnsband and the 
theater 
were embalmed in the public prints. 
I 
think I gave it cat that a representation of 
tbe Nathan murder would be given in 
1 Fifth Avenue,’ then being played 
at 
Booth’s. 
The two sons came down to see 
the rehearsal in order to find justification 


for the protest they contemplated making. 
I privately notified George Fawcett Rowe 
th at they were likely to break up his 
piece, and when he spied them at the 
rehearsal 
he 
grew 
wroth 
aud 
or- 
deredjthem out of the theater. 
There 
was a terrible row and newspaper talk iu 
consequence, which didn’t harm the the­ 
ater or its play. 
As a m atter of fact, 
nothing relating to theN athsn murder was 
in any way referred to in the plav, nor was 
any such representation ever contemplated. 
The practice of sending floral tributes down 
the aisle to 
SOME FAVORED ACTRESS 
Was formerly much iu vouue. 
It came to 
be understood after awhile that they were 
the offerings of the manager, ar.d meant 
nothing more than a cheap advertisement. 
No legitin.ate manager nowaday^ al'ows 
flowers 
to 
go 
before 
his 
footlights. 
The florists made fortunes cut of the 
‘Black Crook,’ 
hut that « a i a cr.-ze 
which was not originated by the the­ 
ater management. 
It was in i^elf gen­ 
uine. 
Ushers and swe-'ptrs w e still u ed, 
however, to contribute to the enthusiasm 
of an audience. 
Enthusiasm is « h at you 
want to make a piece successful. 
That’s 
what’s the m atter with ihe ‘ Passion Play.’ 
There’s no enthusiasm in working it up. 
I 
don’t think there is so much cone in this 
direction as 
formerly, 
for 
ihe reason 
that managers don’t kno-v how tj d o it . 
If 
I 
had 
had 
Mazeppa 
«hen 
she 
was here, do yon know wtmt I would 
have done ? 
W hy, advertise that she was 
going to ride her horse over the footpath 
between the two towers of the E ist Riv»r 
Bridge, or at least make the attem pt. 
If 
the bridge authorities wouldn’t give the 
necessary permission, then tbe attem pt 
couldn't be made, of course. 
But there 
would have been newspaper explanations 
and stories just the same. I can remember 
when it wasn’t considered dignified for 
members of the profession to photograph 
and then distribute themselves arouDd in 
the store windows. 
It is done nowadays 
by all the actors and actresses. 
Look at 
Lawrence Barrett and others. 
You see 
their pictures everywhere.” 
As Mr. Tooker gave every indication of 
being a conscience-stricken man, there is 
no reason for doubting the truth of his va­ 
rious statements or the fact of his sincere 
repíntauce.

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OUR FRUIT ENEMIES. 


FURTHER LEGISLATION 
AGAINST 
THE 
INSECT PESTS. 


S tatem en t of M atthew Cooke, Chief H orti • 
c u ltu ral Officer, Before the Assembly 
Committee on A griculture. 


There is no subject of m ore vital im port­ 
ance to the interest* of a large portion of 
th e readers of the 1ÍECORD UNION than 
th a t of the preservation and protection of 
our orchards and vineyards from the en­ 
croaching and destroying army of insect 
pests which have within the past few years 
gradually become numerous in various por­ 
tions of the State, and it may be said, are 
to be found in nearly all sections to a 
greater or less c-xtent. Reference has here­ 
tofore been made to the bills presented be­ 
fore the Legislature upon the subject, and 
from which it is probable that a new law 
creating a H orticultural B jard will be 
passed during the present session, giving 
properly defined powers and duties, by 
which these great interests may be pro­ 
tested and saved. 
Matthew Cooke, Cnief 
H orticultural Officer, has appeared before 
the Assembly Committee on Agriculture, 
which committee has the bills upon the 
subject under consideration, and made an 
interesting statem ent upon the questions 
covered by the proposed legislation, point­ 
ing out the necessities of the case, the 
powers required 
by the 
Horticultural 
Board that its work may be tflective, and 
furnishing other 
valuable information, 
including results thus far obtained under 
the limited powers conferred by the pres­ 
ent law. 
Following is a brief 


SYNOPSIS OF THE STATEMENT. 
California, from its geographical position 
and mild climate, can produce more nox­ 
ious insects, especially those injurious to 
fruit and fruit trees, m one season than cm 
be produced in like time in any other lo­ 
cality on the surface of the globe. 
In Eu­ 
rope there is but one brood of the codling 
moth each year ; in the States east of the 
Rocky Mountains there are two broods 
each year, while in California there are 
three broods in each year, and in 1SS1, 
owing to the early Bpring and late fail, 
there were four broods. 
The codling moth 
made its appearance in one orchard in t.he 
vicinity of Sacramento in the spring of 1874, 
and sines that time has spread to an alarm­ 
ing extent, and can bo found at present in 
thirty-tw o counties. 
Later the scale in­ 
sects appeared, not only on tbo citrus trees 
and deciduous fruit trees, but also on orna­ 
mental and forest trees. 
Then followed 
the caterpillars of various species of m oths; 
the mite family, represented by the so- 
called red spider ; then various species 
of destructive beetles, plant lice, saw-flies, 
thrips, leaf-hoppers, etc , 80 that at the 
present time tnere are iu the orchards a 
large stock, and in general, it may be said, 
is fully assorted. 


W HERE THEY CAME FROM. 
A majority of the destructive insects 
were imported into this State. 
For in­ 
stance, a few barrels of apples brought 
from the Eastern States to exhibit at the 
Slate Fair of 1873 presented the California 
fruit-growers with the pest known as the 
codling moth, or apple worm, which has 
proved so destructive to the apple, pear 
and quince crops. 
Eastern shippers of 
green fruit fear, unless it can be extermi­ 
nated, the shipment of pears to the Eastern 
market will have to be abandoned, espe­ 
cially the fall varieties. 
It is generally be­ 
lieved that a few orange and lemon trees 
imported from Australia and planted in 
Los Angeles county brought with them the 
so called red scale which now infests many 
of the citrus trees in orchards and in gar­ 
dens, not only in Los Angeles county, but 
in other counties as far north as Sacra­ 
mento and Yuba. 
That the so-called San 
Jose scale is an importation from some 
country beyond the Pacific Ocean I have 
no hesitation in stating, bat was probably 
imported on some shrubs or ornamental 
trees. 
It is now found in many counties 
of the State. 
I t attacks all kinds of de­ 
ciduous trees, excepting, 
perhaps, the 
Black Tartarian cherry. 
It has also been 
found on the tomato, and on the eucalyp­ 
tus, osage orange, etc. 
The cottony cush­ 
ion scale is an importation from New Z;a- 
land or Australia, an 1 is a dangerous ac­ 
quisition. 
It attacks all kinds of fruit 
trees, forest and ornamental trees, and 
shrubs. 
There are other species of scale, 
such as the glutton (rapax), the rose scale, 
etc., and tne Lecaniums—all injurious. 
Caterpillars (or larvat) have attacked the 
plum, cherry, peach and apricot. 
I might 
give mauy more, but consider those men­ 
tioned sufficient for the present purpose. 


HINDRANCES IN THE PAST. 
I was appointed Chief Executive H orti­ 
cultural Officer April 5, 1SS1. 
My duties 
were defined by tbe viticuitnral law, but 
as the law was originally passed for the 
protection of viticulture, and the require­ 
ments of horticulture being so much dif­ 
ferent, difficulties unforeseen by the legis­ 
lators arose, when the enforcement of the 
laws relating to quarantine was attempted. 
For instance, the various species of noxious 
insects infesting fruit and froit trees were 
tenfold in number to tho3e infesting grape 
vines and their produce, and having differ­ 
ent habits, etc., the law was inoperative to 
a great extent, excepting at a ruinous coit 
to the fruit-growers My duties in relation 
to the County Boards of Horticultural 
Commissioners, as prescribed by law, were 
merely advisory. 
Therefore, in some in­ 
stances where mistakes occurred, they 
were not in any way connected with the 
State office. 
The Board of H orticulture 
met quarterly and mads such recommenda­ 
tions as it deemed necessary for the protec­ 
tion of the industry in accord with the 
laws, and such recc mmendations were ap­ 
proved by the State Board of Vicicaltural 
Commissioners. 


WORK ALREADY ACCOMPLISHED. 
Since the approval of the law dated 
March 4th and 14th, 1 SSI, great progress 
has been made in experiments for the de­ 
struction 
of 
insect 
pests, 
and 
confi­ 
dence 
restored 
in districts that 
were 
thought 
nearly 
destroyed 
by 
them, 
and that there was no remedy for the evil. 
In various section; cf the State a great 
amount of labor has been performed, 
though in many localities the work has not 
become general. 
But notable for general 
work is Santa Clara county, is which a 
large number of orchards were infested by 
the so-called San Jo e scale, from its preva­ 
lence in that locality, but later named by 
Rrof. Comstock, the U. S. Entomologist, as 
A . pemiciosu-i, or 
he pernicious scale. 
The work has l*en effectively done, and I 
consider tbe fruit growers of Santa Ciara 
county arc masters oí the situation, so far 
as tbe scale insect referred to is concerned.- 
B ut I am torry to say that a new enemy 
has appeared in their forest and orna­ 
mental trees, wh ch will require stringent 
tff >rts ana such legislation as is now asked 
to have it exterminated. 
I refer to the cot­ 
tony cushion scale, which has made its ap­ 
pearance there wifuin tho last eighteen 
months. 
I am credibly informed that the 
PRICE OF LAND HAS ADVANCED 
From 75 to 100 per cent, in Santa Clara 
county withm the last twelve months, in 
oonsequ nee of their progress in overcom­ 
ing the scale insec .3. 
I am informed by 
Mr. Barbour, of tbe San Jose Packing 
Company, thas although Santa Clara is said 
to 
be 
a 
wi.jat-growiug 
county, the 
fruit crop of 1882 of that county sold for 
more money than the wheat crop. 
I t has 
been also stated to me that the amount of 
trees that will be planted within two years 
of the pasea;? oi ti e present laws will be 
about 3,000 scr“s iu Santa Clara county. 
In districts in Lus Angeles county, notably 
Orange, Anaheim, Tustin City, Santa Ana, 
Los Angeles aed vicinity, and in some 
orchards in San Gabriel, very effective 
work has been done, and the dreaded red 
scale is r.o l o i n a menace to the pro­ 
gressive fruit-¡.Towors, and in all localities 
where such work h»3 been done the value 


ot property is increased. 
Many other dis­ 
tricts notable for good results m ight be 
m entioned. 
I t is also w orthy of com­ 
m endation the efforts m ade in some exten­ 
sive districts, now free from pests, to pre 
vent infested nursery stock or fruit from 
getting upon th eir 
premises—especially 
noted for this kind of warfare is Rivértide, 
San B rnardino c canty ; also the colonies 
in Fresno county. 
In the latter county I 
could on'y find a few trees infested, but 
they fortunately belonged to th at class of 
men who do not believe iu insect pests as a 
blessing, and woik was commenced at once 
for the extermination of the invaders. 
To 
tbe enterprising fruit-growers thtse invad­ 
ing pests are 
A SERIOUS DANGEP., 
As their industry is a t aii tim es menaced 
by the negligence of neighbors, or from 
their neighbor being unacquainted w ith tbe 
appearance, n atu ral history, or habits of 
t ’ne.ir insect enemies. 
Therefore they are 
liable to purchase infested nursery stock, 
and being imposed upon by persons who 
only wieh for present personal gain. 
As m any species of Beale insec's in the 
lar-, re state are very m íente, and cannot 
be readily detected by th e unaided eye, the 
fruit-grow er wishing to 
plant .m sy be 
readily deceived in buying nursery stock 
grown in this S tate or im ported, and un­ 
fortunately great damage has beeD done in 
this way. 
Although admitting that there is a plen­ 
tiful supply of noxious insects infesting the 
orchards of this State, yet there is one en­ 
emy ef the fruit grower that we are free 
from at present, at leaet so far as I am 
aware ; th at ic, tbe plum curculio. 
Every 
safecnard is necessary to prevent the im­ 
portation of this pest of the plum, peach 
and apricot, from the nurseries east of the 
Rooky Mount&ius. 
The importation of 
this pest would be a ureat calamity to the 
growers of stoned fruits. 
Toe damage 
done to fruit crops aud to orchard prop­ 
erty by insect pests in this State in the 
last six years amounts to at least two m ill­ 
ions of dollars. 


PRESENT LAWS— QUARANTINE, ETC. 
The present lawB are in many respects 
inoperative, and liable to lead to litigation 
if enforced. 
A t the time they were passed 
the subject was not fully understood; 
therefore amendments will be required 
fiom time to time until the extirpation of 
insect pests shall be accomplished. 
I will 
state that I have assisted in perfecting the 
bills presented for your consideration; 
that they will not m erit tbe sanction of 
many of the enterprising fruit-growers, as 
not being severe enough I am fully aware. 
However, I believe the laws, if passed, can 
be enforced, and the desired extermination 
and prevention of spreading of insect pest 
can be accomplished, w ithout being oppres­ 
sive to any fruit-grower, be he rich or poor. 
Tne bilis are as ntar perfect as it is possi­ 
ble to get tbem, w ithout being oppressive, 
and all points which the Supreme Court 
held unconstitutional in the present law 
are carefully guarded against in these bills. 
The prevention ot the importation of 
the plum curculio can only be accomplished 
by a general quarantine law, under State 
supervision. 
I’robahly from fifty to sev­ 
enty-five thou and dollars’ worth of trees 
will arrive in this State from localities in­ 
fested by the plum curculio within the next 
two months. 
I t would be better for the 
State of California to spend one million of 
dollars than have the plum cnrculio im­ 
ported into 
plum, peach 
and 
apricot 
orchards of the State. 
Tahiti and A ustra­ 
lia sends ns cargoes of oraDges and lemons 
infested by species of dangerous scale in­ 
sects, some of them not found in this State, 
and of such a dangerous character that 
great care should be taken to prevent their 
importation before being disinfected. 
To 
prevent the spread of insect pests, such as 
coJÜDg moth, scale insects, etc., within the 
State, general quarantine laws are neces­ 
sary, and under State supervisión. 


PROSPECTS FOR THE FUTURE. 
The work done in this State ha3 been so 
successful that I look forward to the time 
when the orchards of California will be 
frte from the hosts of insect pests which 
now threaten the industries ol the farm, 
orchard, etc. 
In making this statement 
my opinions are not based on theory. The 
enterprising fruit-growers of 
California 
have practically demonstrated th at they 
can be masters of the situation, and, if as­ 
sisted by general laws, general success will 
result. 
Tney have done inore effective 
work in exterminating insect pests during 
the last eighteen months than has been 
done in any portion of this great country, 
or in any other couhtry in the world, dur­ 
ing the last tw enty years. 
Remedies that 
are practical have been discovered in every 
case, and profitable success has resulted 
where the application was thorongbly ap­ 
plied. 
Real estate in the sections where 
orchards were infested and are now cleaned 
has douhled in value. 
It is my opinion, based upon reliable in­ 
formation, in caee the bills presented (or 
similar bills) become laws, confidence in 
the fruit industry will be restored, and the 
thousands of acres planted since the pres­ 
ent laws were passed will be followed by 
more ex'ensive planting of 
fruit trees. 
Neither will those thinking of coming to 
this State be under the necessity of w rit­ 
ing for information as to what damage is 
to be expected from insect pests.

Changes are produced in a soil which act 
either chemically or only mechanically 
upon it. 
In cultivating and draining his 
land the farmer is improving its physical 
state, and hence using only mechanical 
means for changing its condition. 
Ou the 
other hand, when some necessary element 
or substance is known to be absent from 
tbe soil, the intelligent farmer proceeds to 
add it, either in the form of organic (barn­ 
yard manure, guano, etc.,) or of inorganic 
(marl, limestone, gypsum, etc.,) manures. 
He thus directly changes the composition 
of the soil. 
Tnese two methods of improv­ 
ing the soil are neither employed singly 
nor together as commonly as might be 
wished. 
The first step necessary before 
attem pting to cultivate land is to se­ 
cure good and efficient drainage. 
Crops 
may 
be raised 
without 
it, 
but 
tbe 
probabilities of securing a full crop are 
greatly lessened if the land is not properly 
drained. 
All admit that with heavy clay 
soils, and those which remain saturated 
with water, drainage is absolutely necee- 
eary, but it is not as generally reooguized 
by all that by the addition of drainage, light 
alluvial soiis may also be greatly benefited. 
Such, however, is now a well established 
fact, and in many of the Eastern States 
where, 
from 
the 
nature 
of 
soils or 
lay of the land, drainage was formerly 
regarded as unnecessary and valueless, 
complete and thorough systems of various 
kinds of drainage have been introduced 
from resultbof iate experience, and, without 
exception, very .large increase of crops, 
with far greater certainty of profitable 
yield, has been secured. 


EFFECTS OF DRAINAGE. 
Professor Johnston, of llurham Uni­ 
versity, England, gives the e ffect of drain­ 
age upon different soils, as fo’lows : 
(1) 
Staenact water is removed, aud tbe excess 
of rainfall is quickly carried off. (2) The 
ascent of water Irotn below, either by ca­ 
pillary action or by the force of springs, is 
arrested, thus preserving the surface soil 
from an excess of moisture, and freeing the 
subsoil from noxious substances injurious 
to vegetatiou. (3) The water of rains is al­ 
lowed to filter tnroueh, instead of running 
over, aud often injuriously washing the 
surface of the soil. 
During this filtering 
process the substances which the rain has 
accumulated during its fall through tbe at­ 
mospheric, and which are 
essential to 
plant life, are extracted by the soil and left 
easily accessible to the roots of plant?. At 
the same tiins the noxious substances 
spoken of as accumulating in the subsoil 
are washed out ot reach of the plants. 
This last function of drainage takes place 
only gradually, but when the soil has 
once 
been 
freed 
from the 
injurious 
substances, and as long as the drainage 
is kept in good condition, the noxious 
ingredients of 
the 
soil 
will 
be 
re­ 
moved as fast as they reach the subsoil of 
level of drainage. 
(4) By the continual 
descent of water, a current of fresh air is 
kept constantly moving downward through 
the pores of the soil to the drainage level. 
This access of air is brought about in the 
following m anntr : By each rainfall the 
pores of the earth which were tilled with 
air are tilled with fresh rain-water. 
The 
air, being of the lesser quantity, is dis­ 
placed, and either passes down into, and 
through the soil, or up into the atmos­ 
phere ; in either case it is removed from the 
soil. After the cessation of the rain the 


WATER SINKS THROUGH THE PORES 
Of the soil and ¡3 carried off through the 
drainage channels, at the same time sack­ 
ing in fresh air after it. 
I t can be readily 
Been that soil which 'is thoroughly drained 
not only Becnres the * substances filtered 
from the rain-water, bnt is throughout the 
whole depth supplied with a continuous 
supply of fresh air, which is so necessary 
to tne growth of all plants. 
(5) W hen 
easily accessible to fresh air aud deprived 
of the excess of water, the soil gradually 
becomes drier, sweeter, looser and inore 
friable. 
The lumps of stiff, aDd clayey 
earth crumble aud gradually disappear, 
thus actually changing the physical condi­ 
tion of the soil from one of lumpy and 
obstinate nature to 
a state 
of 
per­ 
fect 
tilth. 
(C) By 
maintaining 
the 
soil in a permanent state of 
moist­ 
ure the “ coldness” of the soil is often 
removed, 
and its 
absence 
not 
infre­ 
quently insures an earlier as well as a later 
period of vegetable growth. By this means 
as much as several weeks are added to the 
length of the growing season, with a c o r­ 
responding increase in crop products. 
In 
other words, the absence of “ coldness ” is 
often equivalent, practically, to a change 
of climate for a few weeks, and that, too, 
when it i« most needed. 
(7) It is of very 
frequent occurrence that on stiff clayey 
lands tho putting in of the crops is 
hindered by untimely and excessive rains, 
often until the season is so far advanced 
as to make it necessary to substitute a crop 
of quicker maturity for the one first in­ 
tended, 
W ere such land properly drained, 
the w ater would be carried off, and the 
land left 
READY FOR THE PLOW 
• 
Very soon after the rains had ceased, thus 
rendering the farmer much less dependent 
on the freaks of the weather for his crops. 
(8) In all lauds the removal of the surplus 
water is equivalent to a deepening of the 
soil. 
Undrained lands often present a dry 
appearance, while at the same time the wa­ 
ter stands only a few inches below the sur­ 
face, and so near, as to impede the down­ 
ward extension of the roots. 
If the water 
stands in the subsoil tbe same effect fol­ 
lows, and any nutritive m atter which it 
might contaiu is effectually locked up from 
the plant. 
If the surplus w ater be re­ 
moved from such soils by a good system of 
drainage, the air follows the water in its 
descent and opens up to the roots a lay«r 
of soil which, in nmuy cases, is rich in 
materials needed by the plants, and which, 
for the most part, had been removed from 
the soil above, both by the action of the 
rains tending to wash them down into the 
subsoil, and by the constant extraction of 
these substances «by the roots of plante. 
The true soil may be said to extend as far 
down as the drainage reaches, and hence, 
any increase in the depth of drainage pro­ 
duces a corresponding increase in the depth 
of the soil—providing the subsoil contained 
thoae substances necessary to plant growth, 
otherwise it could not be called so il; which 
may be defined as that medium or stratum 
of mattei on the surface of the earth in 
which plants grow. 
Roots are incapable 
of growing in a subsoil which is 


SATURATED WITH WATER, 
And even deep-rooted1 plants fail to thrive 
under such conditions 
(9) N ot only is 
the land made available to a greater depth 
by drainage, but it is also brought into 
that phyi-ical state when tbe application of 
manures will be followed by the most ben­ 
eficial results. 
Fertilizers of any kind ap­ 
plied to marshy lands yield but about one- 
half the returns which they would under 
other circumstances produce. 
Drainage, 
therefore, should be a preparatory measure 
to the application of any kind of manures 
or fertilizers 
(10) In draining his land 
the owner confers a benefit on his neigh­ 
bors, inasmuch as many of them, noticing 
his improved return, also resort to drain­ 
ing. 
(11) The general health of all the 
people is bettered by a perfect Bystem of 
drainage. 
Tne last two reasons assigned by Prof. 
Johnston in the above, it will be observed, 
are more humanitarian than agricultural, 
but are they under that view entitled to 
to less serious consideration? The main 
points, then, in favor of draining are ¡ 
First, by that means a change both cf soil 


and clim ate is effected, and w hich influ­ 
ences the health of th e people and the 
grow th of plants, 
Second, in removing 
the surplus w ater and the noxious ingredi­ 
ents of the soil it virtually am ounts to a 
deepening of the soil. 
T hird, it is a nec­ 
essary prelim inary to m cst other m ethods 
of improving the soil. 


The Laws of Breeding. 
W illiam H. Brewer, an authority on the 
laws of breeding, says he knows ot no case 
where a new breed has been made of two 
well-defined breeds, the new breed having 
the excellencies of the others, or even the 
excellence of a first cross. 
It ia a common 
experience, he continues, that while the 
first or earlier crosses are reasonably uni­ 
form, successive crosses V3ry greatly. 
On 
the other hand, numerous examples may 
be given of new breeds being formed from 
the crosses 
several, and then, by 
long-continusd 
selections 
of 
animals 
haviDg the desired qualities, from three 
several 
bleeds. 
Mr. 
Brewer 
further 
says : “ Again, it is a common experience, 
particularly in breeding for flren (but it 
ia true of all characters), that in cross-bred 
animals for one or two generaiooa tbe 
cross creeds may be better as animals of 
use than either of the patent stocks. 
But 
this excellence cann.t be;maintained with 
a suiiicient uniformity o insure pn fit. 
In truth, the whole and sole reason oí tue 
enormous prices which thoroughbred ani­ 
mals of various kinds bring, a long proved 
pedigree, is not because of the superior ex­ 
cellences of those animals themselves as 
animals of use, but simply because their 
charaeteis are transmitted, and those of 
equally good mongrels are not. 
The cross­ 
ing of different breed* of sheep for m ut­ 
ton or for particular grades of wood will long 
be continued, and is very proiirable in many 
directions ; but is only profitable, so far as 
I have been able to hear, where these rules 
are obeyed, and we frequently go back to 
the pure breed, on one side or the other, 
for keeping up the excellence.”—[Prairie 
Farmer.

For some time the Jersey 
cons earned off the palm, and now they 
give way to the Ayrshire. 
A subscriber at

old Ayrshire cow yielding 16 pounds of 
butter in seven days, and cf a two-year- 
old which gave 10 pounds in seven days. 
Mention is also made of a registered cow, 
Nancy Cornell, 4844. A. R . as giving, in 
the month of June last, 1,507 pounds of 
milk ; and of Phora, 5313, A. It., as giving 
I,387 ponds in the same time. 
A corre­ 
spondent at Mexico, N. Y., not to be out­ 
done notes that the Ayrshire cow, Dahlia 
V., 4329, A It., gave in June last 1 041 
pounds of milk.

Feeding s a lt to Hogs 
I have seen salt fed to hogs for more 
than fifty years, and in the last twenty 
years have fed many heavy hogs, ranging 
from 300 to 600 pouuds net. 
I feed them 
all liberally with salt ; have never loBt one 
nor has one been sick an hour. These hogs 
have been fattened ia a close pen, and their 
principal food was cornmeal made into a 
dough. 
This dough I have salted at leaBt 
once a day. 
Somutimes my hogs would 
tail to clean out their trough ; in that case 
1 would put a baudful of salt into my 
bucket, with some water, pour it into their 
trough, and they would lick it up with 
much relish. Iu addition to the Balt I feed 
coals from the stove. 
I make it a regular 
custom to feed coal, and it is astonishing 
what a quantity a hog will eat, and how 
healthy and robust it will make him. 
Let 
the hogs have plenty of salt and charcoal, 
and we shall hear less of the cholera.—

SOCIAL EVENTS AND CHAT AT THE BAV 
CITY. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad Company is 
laying a second track along tho Raritan 
Canal bank, ou the upper Delaware river, 
between B irdentown and Trenton, N. J. 
Tbe single track line already there is in­ 
sufficient to accommodate the mcrtased 
traffic. 
It is expected that the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific Railroad will be completed to the 
junction with tbe Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road near the Colorado river, about_the 
middle of 
March, and soon thereafter 
through train? to the Pacific toast will be 
put on. 
' The New York, Chicago and St. Louis 
Railway has made a connection with the 
Baltimore and Ohio north of Monroeville, 
Onio, and is now constructing a connection 
with the Wheeling aud Lake Erie Railroad 
at Bellevue, about fifteen miles west of 
that point. 
The extension of the Pittsburg, McKees­ 
port and Youhiogheny up the Mononga- 
hela from McKeesport is located as far as 
Cheat river, and the intention ia to extend 
it on to the Virginia iron, timber and coal 
fields, and to finally connect one of the 
Southern systems of roads. 
The Spanish Government is now con­ 
structing a railroad from Huesea to Can- 
frauc, wnich it is stated will shorten the 
distance frcin Madrid to Paris by a hun­ 
dred miles or more. The railroad ia to pass 
under the Pyrenees by a tunnel that will 
be auother marvel of human ingenuity 
when finished. The beginning of the work 
was celebrated recently with interesting 
ctromonies, King Alphonso digging the first 
spadeful of eartb. 
The Indianapolis Journal says : 
The 
iron-clad order issued by Superintend jt 
W atts, of tbe third division of the Pitts- 
bnrg, Cincinnati .and St. Louis road, which 
prohibits trainmen using intoxicating liq­ 
uors and the visifingof saloons or gambling 
houses during the hours of duty, and 
which also requests th at when off duty 
they avoid such places, is working admira­ 
bly. 
During the mouth, however, fourteen 
men have been discharged for disobeying 
the order. 
On the 1st of January, 1882, the Cana­ 
dian Pacific Railway had 400 miles con­ 
structed and track laid. 
Oa the 1st of 
January, 1883, it had completed and trains 
running regularly over 943 miles of road. 
For every miie of road constructed, 2,640 
i ties are required, which gives a total of 
1 434 520 ties used during the year, and 
for every mile of track S8 tons of rails are 
need, giving 47,784 tons of rails on the 
main lineH alone, or taking the sidings and 
main line together we have, ties 1,564,440 
and rails 53,448 tons. 
It is the intention 
of the company to reach the Rookies be­ 
fore tbe first of August next, and this win­ 
ter they have a small army of men at work 
ou that portion oi the line which lies to the 
north of L ike Superior, hoping to have 
passenger and freight trains running over 
it before the end of five years. 
Seven 
thousand men are also working on the B rit­ 
ish Columbia section of the same road, and 
rapid progress is being made. The contract 
will, to all appearances, be completed 
within the allotted time.

OLD MISSION DOLORES CHURCH, 
Which is soon to be torn down to make 
room for an encroaching new street, while 
its ecclesiastical lack is to be supplied by a 
fine new bright-red brick edifice going up 
in the immediate vicinity on the proper 
site as regards street improvements. 
Of 
course we had all heard the words “ Old 
Mission Dolores ” ruDg in onr ears as effect-' 
ually as the name of the good Qaeen Anne, 
but we had no more seen tho one than the 
other. 
From the outside it looks modern 
enough, being kept scrupulously white 
with fresh coats of whitewash on the 
stucco. 
Three heavy bells hang in deeply- 
cut, narrow recesses 
above the heavy 
wooden doors. 
A t right angles with the 
church was the gate leading into the cem­ 
etery, which we entered in quest of the 
ancient Spanish tombstones bearing dates 
of the last century. 
The graveyard was 
forlorn and dilapidated enough to have 
contained contemporaries ot Raineses II , 
but the existing monuments were all dis­ 
appointingly modern—nothing earlier than 
1845, 
and 
the 
msj irity 
much later. 
W hether our explorations were at fault, 
the antiquity a m yrth or the venerable 
monuments become the'jprey of unscrupu­ 
lous co lectors, remained open questions. 
Certainly we found no oid headstones, and 
were obliged to confine our interest to de­ 
ciphering the 
POLYGLOT INSCRIPTIONS. 
We found nothing so touching as “ Guern- 
dale’a ” “ I loved much, was but little 
beloved; I am at peace ;” but the foreign 
language often made a trite sentiment 
pleasing, or we were pleased with ourselves 
because we could read it—fed vanity, sure 
source of happiness. 
Af;er due inquiry a 
sexton was procured and the heavy door of 
the church itself opened to us. 
Tuere was 
a confessional near the door at the left and 
one near the chancel at the right. 
A sort 
of pie-plate with holy w ater was in a niche 
and a box for money marked “ Poor.” 
There was a gallery across tbe end of the 
church and the pewH had swinging doors, 
the flooring creaked under onr feet and the 
rough beams of the ceiling, laid diagonally, 
were painted in a fine blue and a red that 
had lapsed to brown. 
Tne paint was 
scaling off of the wood. 
Against the wall, 
covering nearly the whole right side of the 
church, was wiiat appeared to be a wing 
or fiat from a theater, two, in fact, joined 
together without regard to whether they 
matched or not,. 
Tne scene is like the 
tombs carved by great Italian sculptors for 
sixteenth century IPopee— Aaron with his 
rod and serpent, armed men brandishing 
lancc-3, one impossible youth shaking a 
livid mask above hm head. 
The whole 
might have been nsed as an altar piece 
before the present reredos was erected. 
Tnis is of plaster pillars and panels 


BEAUTIFULLY PAINTED, 
And softened by time to tints really ex­ 
quisite. 
The impreesion is of a rich earth- 
color and a faded rose-color, and these 
blend, by the help of a touch of tarnished 
gold here and there, into a satisfactory en­ 
semble. 
A fine new and evidently highly- 
thought-of shrine to the Virgin is situated 
directly against these suave, dreamy colors 
to the left of the main altar. 
Its back­ 
ground is vivid blue, spangled with gold 
stars. 
Ju st over the chancel rail, in front 
of the main altar, swiogs a perpetually, 
burning lamp. 
It ia of red glass, within a 
fine piece of old wrought silver, and sus­ 
pended by silver chains. 
Outside tbe 
I chancel rail, against the left-hand wall, 


was aplaque adorned with figures of ton­ 
sured saints half of life-size. 
The glass 
eyes of one of them had fallen away by 
some mischance, and he was looking ex­ 
cessively miserable. 
These glass eyes, by 
the way, were beautifully made, and, in 
all the other colls, well-set, and of a soft, 
life-like expression. 
As we were consist­ 
ently struggling against the sentimental 
allegiance that irresistibly awakens in one 
within the precincts of an old Roman 
Catholic Church, the sexton hazarded the 
information th at the church had once been 
used as a fort, “ to defend the Indians,” 
as he expressed it, which was too much for 
onr gravity and destroyed onr sentimental­ 
ism.

7HS0RY AND METHOD. 
The recommendations of Vessiot as to 
civil and moral instruction in the public 
schools, and of which we approved recent­ 
ly, suggests the thought that if all the 
theories of education advanced are sound 
and better than present practice, still they 
have a seeming far beyond their real value. 
It is very easy in a course of reasoning to 
present the desideratum. It is far more 
difficult to indicate practical methods by 
which it may be attained. The objects of 
education have for years been clearly de­ 
fined to educators, but they have never 
been fully demonstrated in practice. In 
fact, the objects are self-suggested, but re­ 
main as yet only partially developed in any 
working system. It is as easy for one to 
express the purposes of education, as to 
make known one’s desire to ascend a moun­ 
tain. The guide may point to the summit 
— “ that is your goal!” but the traveler 
would know more—how to attain it. The 
great inquiry of the world to day concerns 
the means of accomplishment. When the 
theories are all presented on the subject of 
papular education, there is but the mini­ 
mum of benefit—nothing, indeed, has been 
contributed. It is not needed that the ob­ 
ject of any thing desirable shall be defined, 
but rather how to possess it. We want 
foundations for methods, rather than theo­ 
ries of desires. There are too many ever 
given to the designing of patterns, who 
never turn out the finished garment—in a 
word, w hit the world wants to know is, 
'•how ?’’__________ ____________ 
Mr,. Havyosb's presentation of the railroad fares 
problem before the Board of Railroad Commission- 
crs is of a character that should arrest attention 
and calls for serious consideration. It shows very 
clearly the injustice of arbitiary rates, and the folly 
of attempting to handle a matter of that kind with­ 
out full and exact information concerning it, and a 
careful and judicial adjustment of all the factors in­ 
volved in the system it is proposed to regulate. The 
argument shows how deep an interest the working­ 
men of the coast have In the matter, and how radi­ 
cal changes tend to work them irreparable injury.

The thoughtful and observant cannot 
fail to be unfavorably impressed with mod­ 
ern legislation in the United States. The 
criticism is not to be conetrned as an attack 
upon the entire personality of legislatures. 
It is necessary to keep in mind the distinc­ 
tion between the criticism of a system and 
tbs mere agencies through which it accom­ 
plishes its ends. In the majority of in­ 
stances there may be accorded to legislators 
ln the States of the Union honesty of pur­ 
pose and a desire to advance the best in­ 
terests of the country. In our own Legis­ 
lature there is observable fewer than is usual 
of the class which has won the inelegant but 
distinctive title of “ legislative crankB.” 
The body is not, probably, actuated by par­ 
tisan motives in a much greater degree than 
would characterize a majority of any party 
suddenly and unexpectedly thrust into 
power. 
Generally it is a fairly representative body 
of men, with a fair proportion of elements 
of the better order, and types of the better 
civilization, and probably as little of the 
unthinking element in society is represent 
ed as is to be expected in a body selected 
at this day by popular vote, under party 
control. But, as a legislative body repre 
senting our system of law-making, is it 
possessed of that grade of intelligence, or 
that information which should im 
press every part of its work ? The men 
who are thoroughly and well informed on 
the topics upon which they attem pt to 
legislate are in the minority. A class 
almost equally as wise, and one that is sin­ 
cere, and conscious of its defects in this 
respect, is content to listen and to vote, 
leaving to others the doubtful credit cf 
deluging the body with impracticable and 
ill-considered measures. 
Professor Winchell, one of the deep 
thmkers of the day, in a recent article on 
“ The Experiment of Universal Suffrage,’’ 
uses this forcible language to express 
i recognized 
truths : 
“ The 
enactment 
of useful laws demands an acquaint­ 
ance with 
the history and results 
of legislation under analogous condi­ 
tions ; a knowledge of political, industrial 
and financial sciences ; acquaintance with 
the nature and usefulness of the great pub­ 
lic enterprises consummated or undertaken 
in the p ast; a comprehension of the public 
enterprises suited to the country and the 
people concerned ; courage and intelligence 
to project and to promote beneficent pub­ 
lic measures ; virtue to seek justice be­ 
tween men and between nations, and to 
provide wise laws for the encouragement 
of virtue and the suppression of vice; 
patriotism to restrain from the sacrifice of 
the public welfare for the sake of personal 
ends.” 
The application of so high a standard of 
legislative qualification to our own houses, 
presents their defects in a strong light. 
When but eighteen of their legislative 
days have passed, their dockets show- 
very nearly 500 bills, amendments to 
the Constitution and concurrent resolu­ 
tions introduced. These treat of almost 
every imaginable subject possible to the 
iniluence of State legislation ; they re­ 
flect the intellectual peculiarities, and 
the degree of learning of the members, 
aad expose, side by side with their 
wisdom, the vast contrasting bulk of their 
misconception of the primal duties and ob­ 
ligations of law-makers. The bills largely 
reflect the animosities of the day and hour, 
the partisan hopes and Behemes of mere men 
of party, aud the frantic endeavors made to 
shape society, commerce and the immutable 
laws of trade to tbe crude notions of men to 
whom the science of political economy is a 
sealed book. 
W ith these hundreds of 
measures in view, the State may be com­ 
pared to a patient, well enough in his own 
opinioa, but beset by a multitude of doc­ 
tors, each one insisting that he is griev­ 
ously ill, each armed with special nostrums, 
all speciflc8, aud which it is insisted the 
unwilling sufferer must take, whether he 
will or not. If one half of the bills were 
passed as introduced it is safe to say the 
codes would be so revolutionized that tbe 
Courts would find it all but impossible to 
administer the laws, and no Executive 
would dare approach the undertaking of 
enforcing all the new-made statutes. 
We have now before us proposed meas­ 
ures on prison reform, education aud pre­ 
vention of abases, regulative statutes, re- 
codincation of the laws, on Practice Acts, 
on Penal Codes, ou Bccial reformatory 
measures, plans and devices for doing the 
impossible, and wild declarations and ap­ 
peals on all manner of subj. cts filled with 
theories that demonstration has long since 
exploded, and bristling 
with allega­ 
tions 
that 
truth 
has 
long 
since 
condemned. 
If 
it 
is replied that 
in the natare of things ail this must 
prevail in a rtpresents:,ve body, we 
answer, that if such a body is to he judged 
by its work, and if it represents the high­ 
est civilization of 
a people, such a 
display of legislative ucskilifulms* is 
to be accounted for only on the theory 
of the incapacity of the people to wisely 
choose ; and it must be admitted that their 
after verdict gives some strength to that 
doctrine, since they eo often express ap­ 
prehension while a legislative session con­ 
tinues, and rejoice when it closes. 
But 
if it may be admitted that even in the beet 
forms of government the representative 
body will reflect the crude notiotfs and the 
wild speculations of the illiterate, the ill-in 
formed and the thoughtless, it still should 
be possible to improve our methods so as 
to weed out the luxuriance of rank legitla- 
ticn by means less expensive, tedious and 
discouraging than the routine of proceed­ 
ings now make necessary. 
This may re­ 
quire radical change in the organic law, 
but we have faith enough in the intelli­ 
gence and 
virtue and wisdom of the 
masses, to believe that to be possible. The 
legislator who shall devote himself to this 
work will deserve well of the people. Our 
civilizition should be^qual to the labor of 
giving us the best form of government, and 
unless the age moves backward, it will. It 
is possible to prevent patchwork legisla­ 
tion ; to protect a codified system of laws 
from rude disruption and exposure to cou- 
siaut attack. It is possible to limit the 
right, without abridgment of liberty, 
to force a measure upon a legislative body 
for its consideration in detail. It is pos­ 
sible to make Legislatures so few in num­ 
ber in a State’s history that statutory revo­ 
lutions will be less imminent, and the sta­ 
bility of tbe laws more assured. It is 
possible for a people to rise to a conception 
of statecraft in which party shall occupy a 
subordinate position. 
In the meantime 
the press, which as a mirror reflects the 
follies and the wisdom of the age, has 


found it injudicious to any longer indulge 
in the old custom of reporting fully and 
elaborately all legislative proceedings, and 
the action upon all the measures intro­ 
duced, one-half of which are condemned 
to die npon tbe files. It is well that the 
practice has fallen into general disuse. In 
this we recognize a first step in the right 
direction, for the press, with an eye to the 
demands of the people and its own re­ 
wards, realizes that its readers care less 
than ever for small legislative weights, and 
the weary routine of procedure, preferring 
as they do the p ith ^n d kernel of so much 
a3 is worthy their time and consideration. 


■ 
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THE DESTRUCTION OP 1IMBVR. 
We recently quoted an Eastern journal 
to tbe effect «that the high tariff would 
wotk irreparable injury to the forests of 
the North Atlantic States. Mr. Bayard 
recently, in the Senate, pointed out the 
inconsistency of offering a bonus for the 
cultivation of timber, and at the same time 
of excluding foreign lumber. Bierstadt, 
the artist, is quoted as stating that there 
is great danger of the extinction ot the 
foresti about the headwaters of the Mis­ 
souri and the Mississippi and their afflu­ 
ents, Last week we referred at length 
to the alarm that now prevails in the State 
of New York concerning the destruction 
of timber there, and the consequent en 
dangering of the headwaters of the chief 
streams. 
Senator Ingalls declares that three fifths 
of oar people use wood for fuel, and annu­ 
ally consume the product of 5,000,000 
square miles of heavily-timbered land. 
There can be nc question as to the vital 
importance of this subject, and the neces­ 
sity for immediate action. One of the first 
steps should be the removal of all restric­ 
tions upon the importation of lumber. The 
Senate has put upon the free list timber, 
squared or aided, not specially enumerated, 
sawed boards, plank deals and other lum­ 
ber of hemlock, whitewood, sycamore, 
basswood aud all other articles of sawed 
lumber ; also laths, shingles, and pine and 
sprnce clapboards. 
Within the next decade the majority of 
the people of the United States will be 
forced to the use of other fuel than wood, 
because, whatever may now be done, so ex­ 
tensive and widespread has been forest de 
struction that timber for fuel will be held 
at a rate amounting to a practical em­ 
bargo upon its use, for economical importa, 
tion of wood, save upon the borders, will 
not be practical. The enlargement of the 
free list—or, what will be better, the abo. 
lition of all. timber duties—will, however, 
maintain the lumber supply and enable us 
to give serious attention to forest culture 
and conservation. On this point the pro­ 
tectionists land free traders must meet 
upon the level. It is neither a question of 
free trade nor of protection wholly, but 
one of forest preservation. So serious a 
question does the New York Post consider 
it that it exclaims: “ The future prosperity 
of the country is at stake. We must not 
deliberately allow our forests to be de­ 
stroyed, and entail upon ourselves and onr 
children all the evils which their destruc­ 
tion will bring, merely to make a few lum­ 
ber men rich.” 
W hile the tariff-lumber question has 
less immediate significance for the people 
of this coast, the subject of forest preser­ 
vation is scarcely less important than on 
the Atlantic side. We have the opportu­ 
nity, by now sparing the ax, to avoid evils 
which can only with great difficulty be 
abated at the East. 
The coniferous- 
bearing trees of California need especial 
attention, with a view to their preserva­ 
tion. Some of the finest species are now 
well nigh extinct, but happily enough re­ 
main to insure new growth under proper 
protection. 
While we have permitted 
them to be largely destroyed, Germany, 
Italy and Spaia have been for twenty 
years purchasing the cone seeds in Cali­ 
fornia and cultivating the coie-bearera in 
those lands, aud with markqd success. 
The most recent issue of the Cologne 
Gazette at hand informs us that an inves­ 
tigation ordered by the German Govern­ 
ment into the canses of the recent disas­ 
trous ovciflow of the Ilhiue, has reported 
that it was duo to the denudation of hightB 
in the Alps in Switzerland. An interna­ 
tional congress is recommended, to provide 
for the protection of forests on headwaters 
aud forest culture in Switzsrland, and un­ 
til that is doneinnndations similar to that 
of this month will become more and more 
frequent, and more and more destructive. 
This action should be suggestive to 
America. 
The whole forestry question is full of 
iuterest, and nowhere should it engage 
deeper and more earnest attention than 
upon the Pacific slope. If our legislators 
are wise iu their day they will at once set 
ou foot the proper inquiry to develop all 
the facts, with a view to the establishment 
of a Forestry Commission, if need be. 


G L !Iir;ñ i OF THS TRUTH. 
The additional facta we published yes­ 
terday co-' 
g the Tehachapi disaster 
point with much significance to tbe “ rob 
bury theory ” as the correct one. Howard 
Tilton saw several full-dressed men, not 
passengers, at the wreck, who refused to 
aid the sufferer-, and abruptly left. Ran­ 
som, a well-known car thief of Lis 
Angeles, appeared after the wreck and 
sought to secure the jewelry taken from 
Mrs. Downey’s body. ^ Pierson, the ex­ 
press messenger, was found dead in his car, 
which was closed and the doors secured, and 
on his Lmple was a long, deep ga3h. In 
the car, where Pierson should have been 
alone, was found the body of a tramp 
Passengers say that three strangers, wear­ 
ing army overcoats, suddenly appeared at 
the wreck, and, being appealed to for aid, 
a3 suddenly disappeared. 
The saloon­ 
keeper at Tehachapi, prior to the arrival of 
the train, ejected three rough characters 
from his place. -One of these he recog­ 
nized among the dead at the wreck a few 
hours after. How came that man there? 
Ransom, the Los Angeles thief, told Porter 
Ashe at Tehachapi that he knew who 
started the train, and could tell all about 
it if was made to his interest to do so, 
Mbs Collins says Patton, before escorting 
her to the station, set up the hand-brakes, 
as he swears he did. 
Station agent 
Doherty says tbe train was at a standstill 
after tbe locomotive left it, and he dis­ 
tinctly heard the brakes, shortly after, 
“ let <*ff,” and saw the train start down 
hill. This morning we pnblish the state­ 
ment of J. F. Cassell, who says that while 
hs and others lay on the ground wounded, 
they Baw three men at the express car, one 
with his hat slouched down, and one 
in along, buttoned-up ulster ;-they refused 


to come to the aid of the wounded. 
These are all important facts. 
It is 
to be hoped these clues will lead to a clear­ 
ing up of the whole mystery. Certainly 
sufficient is now known to show how ill- 
advised it was to rush to hasty judgment 
concerning the matter, and ,to expose the 
eager desire of two San Francisco papers 
to make capital out of what now appears 
to have been a deliberate scheme of rob­ 
bery, of a character not unknown in crim­ 
inal annals. 
INVENTORS AND THE PATENT SYSTEM. 
Our patei-t system is developing defects. 
A patent is the only monopoly, as it guar­ 
antees the enjoyment of an exclusive right. 
There are 300,000 patents recur JR1 and 
500,000 applications on file, with others 
coming in at the rafe of 400 per week. 
Obviously a email corps of examiners can­ 
not give them the thorough examination 
necessaiy. 
They must understand the 
principle involved in each case, its applica­ 
tion, and how far, if at all, it trenches 
upon, modifies or improves a previously 
patented article or device. This involves 
laborious research, and call for patient and 
intelligent consideration of a high order. 
If only superficial examination is given, the 
fact W'll be developed in the results. It is 
claimed that these have demonstrated that 
there is superficiality of examination, aud 
this is seen in the great number of conflict-** 
ing patents ; in duplications for articl 
precisely alike, or so similar in charaet 
that both cannot profitably occupy the sa.de 
field ; in the issuance of letters with ob­ 
scure expressions aBjto “improvement,’’¡and 
that by reason of these and Bimilardefeets in­ 
ventors are forced and driven into the Courts 
for adjudication of rights and infringe­ 
ments. Some inventorB go eo far as to 
charge that it is now rather a question of en­ 
durance under litigation, of persistence and 
perseverence in defense of a claim, than a 
question as to who bolds the right under 
letters patent, and that not unf requent'y the 
more meritorious claim suffers, because the 
claimant is the weaker. To accomplish 
reform in the patent system it is proposed 
to draw the lines more strictly as to merito­ 
rious and patentable improvements; to have 
a greater number of examiners pass upon 
each device ; to make the rule as to “ nov­ 
elty ” more stringent, and to reject those 
inventions which, however novel, cannot in 
practice be protected aDd followed up, and 
those devices which, however new, are 
foolish or trivial—in other words, to ex­ 
pand the term “ new and useful ” to ex­ 
press the idea of practical usefulness and 
probable adoption by the people. The New 
York Times, which has been devoting es­ 
pecial attention to this subject, suggests a 
reversal of the rule of “ broad construc­ 
tion ” for the patentee, and that he be held 
to the letter of the claim, thus cutting off 
his right to correct errors and supnly omis­ 
sions. The law entitles the patentee to 
all the benefits of the invention, whether 
foreseen or not, and this onr contemporary 
would reverse also. While it is true that 
rights of the public may possibly be lost 
sight of in protecting the rights of the in­ 
ventor, the suggested remedies go too far. 
If the patentee is not entitled to all bene­ 
fits, where shall the line be drawn ? To 
abandon the present rule we beliuve will 
multiply the improvements, and treble tbe 
conflicts. To narrow the law of construc­ 
tion will result in greater confusion than Í3 
now complained of, for the spirit of the 
claim is as essential as the letter. But we are 
in accord with the suggestion that the degree 
of invention should be made a more vital 
factor. This would work au abandonment 
of the uniformity of term practice, under 
which the inventive product of lesser use­ 
fulness may be rewarded disproportionately 
to that of greater importance and usefulness. 
It would insure, also, a higher considera­ 
tion of the combined originality and use­ 
fulness of an invention. The English sys­ 
tem of successive fees at intervals, which 
the Times desires adopted, has its merits, 
and is based on the principle that time is 
the best test of value. The subject is 
receiving deserved attentionwmd it is prob­ 
able that our patent system will early 
receive such pruning and improvement a3 
experience has demonstrated to be neces­ 
sary. Latent solicitors are now urging 
that patents, once issued, shall run for the 
full term of seventeen years, and this, has 
given a new life to the public discussion 
which began several years since, and hae 
been prosecuted with more or less vigor 
from time to time. 
CHINESE 
A circular of 
TRAVELERS 
regulations ’’ has been 
issued from the Treasury Department, rel­ 
ative to the transit of Chinese laborers 
across the continent, under the construction 
given by the Attorney.General to tbe 
treaty with China of November, 1SS0, and 
the Act of May, 1882. It the Act of re­ 
striction is to be enforced at all, these reg­ 
ulations will contribute but little toward 
that end. W here there is a Chinese Con­ 
sul at the port of entrance, his certificate 
that the purpose of the laborer is to cross 
the country and embark at once for Cnina, 
is required ; where there is no Consul, the 
presentation of a through ticket will be 
sufficient ; where a body of such laborers 
is being transported, the affidavit of the 
agent in charge, with proof satisfactory to 
the Collector that tbe passengers will be 
taken across the continent directly and 
embarked again, must be received. Some 
details as to the making out of descriptive 
lists are added. 
How these regulati: db 
are to prevent any such passengers from 
changing their purpose and stopping over 
en route, or from remaining permanently in 
the country, it is difficult to understand. 
There is no penalty attached if they eo 
act, aud no sufficient precautions are pre­ 
scribed tp prevent their ignoring the law 
and the regulations when once they are en 
route. So far as the Act of 1SS2 is con­ 
cerned, the attempt to apply it to traveling 
Chinese laborers of the class referred to. 
promises to be a failure, and to prove an 
open door through which the shrewd Ori­ 
ental may treely enter. 
A DECISIVE ANSWER. 
When Professor Sumner was before the 
Tariff Commission, he was put through a 
long and exhaustive cross-examination rel­ 
ative to his advocacy of free trade. Fi­ 
nally Commissioner McMahon concluded 
that he had driven the eminent scholar to 
a corner, and asked him since he held that 
one class should not be favored at the ex­ 
pense of another, and since the present 
tariff admits free of duty many articles for 
schools and ins‘itutions of learning, such 
as that with which the Professor is con­ 
nected, whether he would not favor impo­ 
sition of duty on all such articles, and 


whether it was fair for that institution, 
which pays him an inadequate salary, to 
receive such goods free of impost ? Sum­ 
ner was equal to the occasion, and closed 
the debate with a decisive answer, in sub­ 
stance, to the effect that to impose the duty 
would not work equality.

found facing him a law of his country that 
said: “ You shall not have them until you 
pay an extra price for them, that certain 
American publishers may profit.” He, be­ 
ing a poor man, could not afford that extra 
outlay, and hence must do without his 
books. Still, he rejoiced that even the 
institutions of learning could procure the 
books and scientific apparatus denied to 
him—he was glad that somebody could es­ 
cape the imposition. 
Because he was 
crushed himself, be did not desire all the 
world besides to be trampled upon, nor 
should those who are exempted from the 
tax object to the exemption being extended 
to all others. There was no answer to be 
made to such conclusive reasoning; the 
Commission dropped the subject, and in a 
few moments dismissed the Professor from 
the witness stand. 
NO CAUSE FOP- PRESENT FEAR. 
A St, Louis paper declares that our sugar 
planters have no present reason to fear 
Mexican competition. This is certainly 
true. The reciprocity is for six years. 
Sugar exportation from Mtxico in that 
time cannot grow to large proportions. 
The Mexican Commissioner at Washington 
is himself convinced of that fact. The 
sugar importations from Mexico in 18S1 
amounted to but 3,500,000 pounds. If in 
six years that figure is trebled it cannot 
greatly affect home growers. At the end 
of that time it will have been demon­ 
strated whether the latter should be pro­ 
tected at all at the expense of the con­ 
sumer, and of the result there can be no 
doubt.

SELLING OUT BELOW COST, 
Eds. RECORD-UNION : I am indebted to 
some uakuown person for » circular ad­ 
dressed to “ Taxpayers of California,” and 
purporting to have been sent abroad by Mr. 
John Conwayj owner of the Eagle Point 
trail in Yosemite valley. I should hardly 
bestow a moment’s notice upon the remark­ 
able document, but for the predicament iu 
wldcii it makes me place the Past. Mr. Con­ 
way, in attempting to show bow the §25,000 
appr.priarion has been stolen and squan­ 
dered, avers without qualification that “ its 
(the Board of Commissioners’) Secretary in­ 
formed me the Board’s advertisement iu the 
Post of the various stage roads leading to the 
Valley costs the State eight hundred (§890) 
dollars per year.” As I happen to have 
been the Secretary at the time, I mnst have 
told a “ whopper,” rr Mr. Conway’s recollec­ 
tion is all at eea. Every <1 filar of the 825.000 
plus rents and appropriation for traveling 
expenses, having parsed through my hands, I 
ought to be able to affirm ordeoy. Newspapers 
are sufficiently ru-pectsd without bting 
talsriy accused, and tbe Post, like all its con­ 
freres, has enough to do to bear its own sirs, 
without having a meddlesome Secretary pile 
un charges against it just for the fun of tne 
thine. 
My BDBwer to Mr. Conway's posilive 
assertion is this: 1 I never made any 
each statement t that gentleman or to any 
other. 2 The Post never received tight 
hundred dollars, nor eighty dollars, nor eight 
dollars, nor eight o ats for publishing the ex­ 
tensive advertisement, of roads, trails, hotels, 
etc., to wiich the circular alludes. 3. AU 
that the Post has ever received for service 
rendered to the Commission (and it has ren­ 
dered many a d much) is four (84) doUars, 
on December 4, 188U, fur printing some bills 
for posting up fur the information cf tour­ 
ists. The Post must bs wretchedly intXpert 
at stealing eo secure only this meager sum 
out of a fund cf 825,01)0, specially procured, 
according to the author of the circular, to be 
divided up among ihi rascally “ rabde of 
misdemeanors.” It was nit a fair “ divide.” 
Really I am in doubt whether Mr. Conway 
expects to be believed, or is acting the role of 
a grim kumorist; and so I am left halting 
between the trage !y and the comedy view. 
The plea ant little intimation that the Board 
intended to pocket 8900 outright, “ just one 
hundred each, including the Governor.” is not 
at all fl itferin ; to cur business shrewdness.

Hpte of Mr. Conway’s “ competitors iu busi­ 
ness had bopght ’ha Board out sgainst 
my (hi) interests” Vtxatious'y enough 
ha neglects to t' ¿1 us what they got for them­ 
selves. Now I insist on knowing whether 
they sold themselves in the lump, or whether 
it was a retail transaction. I also demand 
the price at which e*ch was knocked oil, and 
whether tbo Governor, Chairman of the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee, Vice President and Sec­ 
retary commanded anything extra. I know 
not what other gentlemen may say, but as 
for me, give me as much as other Commis­ 
sioners get, < r give me nothing. Veibum 
set. Aud just one thing more : Commodore 
Raymond i ai enjoyed an u.idue advantage. 
Having been a member of both Boards, he 
has had a chance to sell out twice. I would 
be wiiliDg to allow a :eas mable premium on 
his veuetable years and ripe exoermncs, but 
a hundrea dollars bonus strikes nae as too 
much, and I move that he divide seventy five 
with bis suffering fellows.

I respectffi'ly submit to tbe 
taxpayers of California whether he ..ught not 
to nave relinqubhed his iharecu principles of 
sheer and naked justice. . 
Seri lUsly, I do Dot find one complaint in 
the circular which is not totally untiue, nr go 
w rdvd as to make a false impression. Yet I 
am so reluctant to believe that a man < f Mr. 
Conway’s very respectable app;ara; ce it- 
tends to falsify, that I have keen casting ab ut 
to tied some extenuation or chii'itable ex­ 
planation. In the matter of the statement 
concerning the Post, f think I recall a fact 
which may have turnisbed a sort of occasion 
for be grave mistake, The extensive adver­ 
tisement gratuitously furnished by the Post 
I found would be very expensive to be kept 
as standing matte- in the leading papers.

The following is a brief synopsis of the 
very intere-ting and instructive lecture by 
the Rev. C. C. Stratton, D. D.p President of 
the University of the Pacific, delivered in 
this city last week, and of which previous 
mention has b:en made, A synopsis can 
convey at least but a very imperfect and ut- 
satisfsctoiy idea of the lecturer’s treatment 
of his subject, but the outline of thought was 
in substance as follows : 
If the scientist is justified in devoting his 
powers to the discovering (.f tbe first forms 
of life in geological strata, tbe arc! m .lozist 
can find ample warrant for devoting his time 
and powers to collecting the evidences of the 
origin, history and doom of a human race 
who inhabited this continent before its dis­ 
covery by Columbus—a race endowed with 
the same mental powers and tastes and apti­ 
tudes as ourselves, cultivating the soil, chang­ 
ing the face of nature, carrying on the diver­ 
sified business of humanity, enjoyiog life, 
suffering, dying and commemorating the dean 
much as we do to-day. That is the object of 
the present, lecture. 
Tne first of settlers of the Mississippi 
valley Boon had their attention arrested by 
the discovery of numerous and rtmarkable 
earthworks, widely iiistribu'ed, but mo»t 
aboundirg in those localities where tho drift 
of population tends to center to-day. In the 
States of Ohio. Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, 
lows, Wisconsin, and toward the South, in 
Kentucky. Tennessee, aid some portions of 
Mississippi ami Louisians, these are f mnd iu 
the ireatest abundance. In tbe single State 
of Ohio there are not less than 
TEN THOUSAND OF THESE EARTHWORKS. 
In some esses they seem to be mere inclo­ 
sures, containing from 100 to 400 acres, of 
different shapes, but generally of definite 
geometrical figure, and fieqaently in squares 
and circles, rlometimei thiy conform to the 
natural features of the landscape, and appear 
to have served the purpose of fortifications. 
Then there are pyramids, and cones, gene­ 
rally truncated, either by the action of the 
elementa or to serve as fonndaiions for super­ 
structures S me of tbe mounds were mani­ 
festly for the burial of the dead, aud these 
still contain the skeletons and implements of 
industry of the departed. Many re; resent 
the figures cf birds aud other varieties of ani 
tnals, In Ohio, a huge serpent, 700 feet long, 
and bearing in its mouth what seems to he a 
great egg, has been clearly traced. In other 
places appear great birds, with wings extending 
hundreds of feet, and surrounded with their 
brood. The turtle is represented in the same 
way, with shell cleaily defined and head, tail 
and feet protruding. 
The eleohant, or 
mammoth, is cot wanting, implying that 
these quadrupeds inhabited this country down 
to the period of the mound builders, or that 
they brought the memory of these types of 
life from the old wvrl i. It is impossible to 
fix the precise dates cf either the appearance 
or disappearance of this mysterious race, or 
the length of their occupancy. Trees grow­ 
ing out of the mounds have been felled con­ 
taining 
EIGHT HUNDRED ANNULAR RINGS, 
And in general it may be ranked that the 
primitive forests of the west, when it was first 
explored after its present discovery, sre of 
uniform appearance, whether growing from 
tbe bosom of these mounds or on other eleva- 
tiuns. Hence th“se great forests must have 
grown since the disappearance of the mound, 
builder—how loDg since we cannot tell. An 
attempt has been made to throw the date of 
thete inhabitants back into the remote past 
by setting forth tbe decayed condition of the 
human remains. But it must be remembered 
that the quantity of the rainfall and the 
chemical ingredients of the soil are important 
factors iu this calculation, the exact value of 
which no one can determine. The mum­ 
mies 
of 
Egypt 
and 
the 
frescoes 
in 
the 
chambers 
of 
her 
temples 
are perfectly preserved after the lapse of 
three or four thousand years, while the skele­ 
tons of si me of the first explorers of this 
coast, buried not more than thirty three or 
thirty-four years ago are far advanc- d toward 
decomposition. So great is the difference be­ 
tween the natural agents operating in the 
two cases. An inference drawn from the fa t 
that these monuments are not found in the 
lower river bottoms of the West, hut gener­ 
ally upon tho second or higher terraces, is 
modified by the fact the mound-buildsrs may 
have beau as prudent os ourselves in guard­ 
ing against fl ods ; or, if the !evel of the great 
valley has been chanced since their occu­ 
pancy, by the further fact that tbeBe great 
changes are constantly taking place, and over 
the widest areas, and far more rapidly than 
we have been want to imagine. 
To sum up, we know. f no facts which com­ 
pel us to throw back the date of the disap­ 
pearance of the inouLc-builders moro tbau 
one thousand ytars previous to ti e discovery 
of CoIuujius. All inquiries in this field must 
be intrusted in determining the 
DEGREE OF CIVILIZATION 
Attained by this race. We may be guided 
iu tb.ia inquiry by considering the number 
and size of the remains and tbe cha>acter of 
their contents. Ith »s been eaid th t Ohio 
contains at least 10,000 of these structure*, 
all of which are still large aud some of which 
are c-tossal. 
Stmc.ures of this kind, i-o 
large and so numeroue, imply settled agri­ 
cultural, dense and org&nized pnnnlitiin. 
Our red Indians could not have snbsiated in 
such great numbers by the chase. B sides, 
nomadic races are never great builders. 
But such a population as thioe mounds 
suggest must have ben 
considerably 
advanced in social life. This conclusion is 
strengthened by the fact that the remains 
si ill found coosict of axis, adzes, gravers, 
chi-el* and a cloth, er,metimes chemically 
presetved, called mound-buiiders’ cloth, of 
loose texture, but still Imply ing a knowledge 
of the use of textile matera'.' and skill m 
their mannfae.ure. Most of the implen eots 
are r.f diff rent varieties of atone, t ut eom 
are of copper, and others probably oi iron. 
THEIR RELIGION AND WORSHIP, 
In religion they,appear to have been wor- 
abip'rs ot the heavenly bodie*, of differ -nt 
types oi animal 1 i . arid probably of the 
generative nowera ot nature. Tiber, called 
astronomical tubes, evince their tendency 
observe the heuvene, ard probably worship 
• heir host. The variety and size of ibe ani­ 
mal forms fan; !y t.itir deification and the 
presence of phallic devices suggest the pres­ 
ence of an i upare worship, which prevailed 
ext nsively iu the old world. 
The sp*. alter then give a rapid sirv y of 
the wonderful remains t f Central America, 
Mexico and Chile, and p-i ceeded to state his 
the >ry of the conmction between the 
former .and our own moufid-buüders ; that 
the eutire continent was first peopled from 
Asia by way of Bchrmg’s Sr.rairs; that this 
was the source of the red. Indians of this 
country, who, whether found in the East or 
West, and in North or South Au erics, gen­ 
erally pursue the tradition of an immigration 
from the Northwest, and possess such strik­ 
ing characteristics iu common, and go closely 
resembling those of the Tartars of A.«s, as u, 
establish thiir rela'iouship to ot e another, 
8nd to that unsettled, nomadic, black- ye.l, 
brick-haired, strong-featured race or the’old 
world; that ih's race in Mexico Was taught 
the arts of civilization by , 
“ BEARDED WHITE HEN” 
From the east, who fouided tbe Oolhuan dy­ 
nasty about five or six hundred years before 
our era. That abou , the same time another 
c loay of this same bearded white race set­ 
tled near the mou’h of the Mississippi and 
theac* extended their ¡Lfluence over >h* wild 
tribes inhabiting the backs of the tributaries 
of the Father of Waters ana built the monn is 
and other structures under consideration 
That n later influx of nomads from Asia, 
similar to one of these gwerms from the same 
hiva which swept t'bwn upon the Roman Em­ 
pire, expelled thtg* settled and civi.ized agri- 
culturisi.8 from their homes, and gradually 
crowded them down the Mississippi until 
th»y were compelled to make their way into 
Mexico. That the-e were the Toltec*, who 
ca ce into Mexico from Hue Hiu Tiapalan, a 
beautiful, fertile and far-distant country, as 
they said, and af(er untold hardehios by land 
and sea—through Texas and portions of the 
Gulf of Mexico—extending ov r one hundred 
and four years; at length found tbeir way 
into Mexico, expelled the Coiauas from their 
seáis and f unded tbe 
d y n a sty o f t h e to ltecs. 
That this emigration took place from fonr 
to -ix handled years after Christ, and this 
dynasty retained its ascendancy in Mtxico 
until expelled by the ancestors cf the Az-ecs, 
who sut.s'qicn'Jv were conquered by Corre,:. 
Proceeding, the speaker eaid: This hy­ 
pothesis is sustained by tbe striking reeem- 
claree between the gene raj feature* of the 
structures in the two countries. One mmkcj 


difference, only, is observed—in the materials 
employed. Iu Mexico the structures are gene­ 
rally of stonp, in the United States of earth. 
Probably the builders iu both ctBes used that 
which lay nearest at hand. But to condense 
into brief statement tbe evidences of inter­ 
course and relationship between tbe settlers 
of the two sections, wo find that both 
built after the general pyramidal type; 
both appear to have been wcrshipers of 
tbe heavenly bodies; both appear to have 
worshiped animal forms, and the “ turtle ” 
mound of our country is answered by the 
Turtle houre of Mexico ; the serpent mound 
by the Serpent house of Mexico; the phallic 
images by similar imag-s in Mexico; and 
while the in numents of Mexico contain re­ 
mains which mnst have been derived from 
’he United States, the mounds of the Missis­ 
sippi valley c int&ia shells, animals and other 
remains which must have heeu derived from 
Mexico. 1 his hypothesis is further sustained 
by the native records of Mexico given to the 
world hy Brassear de Bonrbcurg. 
A difficulty ia suggested by a question as 
to the snu-cs of those civilizing “ bearded 
white men ” who are said to have come across 
the ocean from the cost in great ships. Some 
attempt to meet this difficulty by diriving 
them irom the 
ISLAND OF ATLANTIS. 
Without thro wing discredit on this hypothe­ 
sis, which derives such snpports fr in the 
accounc of Plato ard other ancient authors, 
and is so strongly confirmed by recent ex­ 
plorations of the bed of the Atlantic ocean, 
it does not eeern necessary to res rt to this 
bypothe-is, and on this subject, therefore, we 
may well prefer to await further light. But 
a perfectly natural and reasonable account of 
these strange visitors may be reached by 
considering the time of their coming and the 
character of the religion, architecture and 
institutions which they founded. We are to 
remember that they probably came from five 
to seven bun. re 1 jrars bef re onr era. If we 
now go to the Old World we shall find at the 
head of the Mediterranean Sea a remarkable 
people of giar.t energy, great daring and 
B rong commercial tendencies, whose jieculiar- 
itiea and trade of civilization strikingly cor­ 
respond wi h those of the founders of this 
civirz tiou of the new w rid. Tracing these 
Plci: ilcitria backward, ws find thorn de­ 
scended from Ham r.d related to the first 
settlers cnths lower Eaphrat-s, the founders 
of Babylon and buitrera nf Babel, to the 
Ethiopians and Egyptians, and perchance to 
one of ^ie first immigrations to It ilia. 
Everywhere they are of giant purpose and 
daring; 
THEY ABE THE FIRST CIVILIZERS; 
They first taught the Greeks letters; they 
were the first uavigatcrs and great colun’zers 
bv sea; they founded Carthage, explored tde 
Mediterranean, visited England and devel­ 
oped its tin mines, circumnavigated Africa 
and navigated the Indian Ocean. Among 
the Egyptians their enetgies wtre expended 
in cyclopean fcuiidinus, generally of pyra­ 
midal type and strikingly like the huge 
structures cf Certr. 1 America, and not unbke 
those of the Mississippi valley. Toeee Pfcami- 
cians I ivgai (i as the first visitors across the 
ocean to the shores of Mexico and the mouth 
of the Mississippi, and rhe source of its arts 
and peculiar type of civilization. The evi­ 
dences of this orLia are to be found in 
tbe lime when this civilization must have 
arisen. According to the Ia-fc data it cjuli 
not have varied far from 500 B. G. It might 
have bten a little earlier or laier. But this 
synchronizís with tbe culmination of the 
Pfcoe dcian power. Pursuing the thought, 
we shall find that the serpent and general 
animal wor-hip of the new world; its wor­ 
ship of the heavenly bodivs; its deification 
of the generative powers of Nature, of which 
the phaliu* was the symbol; its architecture 
in particular, and its giant enterprise; its 
practice of embalming its dead, and indeed 
the g neral type and grade of its civilization 
were Hamitic. 
DISCOVERIES OF AMERICA. 
But still the question may be asked . and 
did not Columbus discover America ? We 
were so taught iu cur boyhood ; but this, like 
many other theories r.f a few years ago, mnst 
yield to iater investigation and fuller knowl­ 
edge. America was kuown to the Chinese, 
the Japanese, and the Malays in the west. 
The former nations had pretty accurate 
knowledge of-it as Fun-Sang Ou the other 
ride it was visited by the Northmen before 
1000 A. D. It was known to the Greeks and 
Egyptians probably as Atlantia; and at a 
iater time was certainly koown to tbe Welsh, 
tbe Irish and the Basques.

This 
ship ought to have been Here long before, as 
Sixty day» is considered an average passage 
from the Colonies. There are now six ves­ 
sels on the wsy here from S.dney and 
eight from Newcastle, oulv four of which 
a-e due. 
This is tbe smallest number cn 
route to this port from Australia in at 
least a year.

The British ship Partbenia arrived in this 
port Thursday from Cape Town, Africa, 
and reports having touched on December 
30-h at Easter Island, a detached spot in 
tbe Pacific, in latitude 27“ 20' south, longi- 
tade 109 30 west.

T he 
m ain features of th e allegations as presented 
a t the opening of th e case by the C ity A tta r - 
ney, were th e sam e as those detailed in the 
R ecord-U n ion th e m orning after the nrrest, 
an d showed th a t tw o insurance certificates 
o f $1 000 each bad be8n secured on th e life of 
M r. H ard esty , the husband of th e com pUin- 
ing w itness, in N ovem ber, 1881, in tfte N a ­ 
tio n al T em perance U nion of M isso u ri; th a t 
ab o u t the 8 a iasta u t, when M r. H ardest}' 
w as th o u zh t to bo in a dying condition, R aya 
called on M rs. H ard esty and asked her to 
assign one of th e policies to her, and tb rea - 
ened if.she did not he w ould prevent paym ent 
beinn m a d e ; 
th a t 
afterw ards R ave was 
trap p ed by be.og induced to m ake th e sta te­ 
m en t an d th reats in th e hearing of concealed 
w itnesses.

engagem ent for him to call again was m ade 
th en . 
M r. H a} ford cam e a few m inutes be­ 
fore 2 o’clock and w ent in to m y room back of 
th e store so as to be a w itness ; th e door be­ 
tw een th e room and th e store was p artly 
o p e n ; We w ere about five or six feet from 
w aere M r. H ayford was concealed ; we spoke 
in an ord in ary tone of conversation ; no one 
w as in the back room b u t M r.

SCIENTIFIC 
NU&SIKQ. 


There is no subject of so much general 
interest as this, concerning which there is, 
a t the same time, such a widely prevalent 
ignorance. 
There are few, 
especially 
among women, upon whom will not de­ 
volve, at some time in their lives, the care 
of the sick ; fewer still who will not at 
some time become dependent upon such 
care ; and it might naturally be supposed 
that matters of such primary and univer­ 
sal importance as sanitary conditions and 
the practical application iu the sick room 
of seientiuc principles would be too familiar 
to everyone to Eeed to be further enlarged 
upon. 
B ut the fact is, it too frequently 
happens that all the scientific knowledge 
which ever eDfcers the sick-room comes in 
w ith the doctor and goes out again with 
him. 
This state of things requires to be 
improved. 
Knowledge, and the correct 
knowledge we call scieDce, is just as indis­ 
pensable to the nurse as to anybody else. 
I t is a great mistake to suppose that 
all women—even all good women— make 
good 
nurses. 
Tne 
best 
intentions 
and 
the 
tenderest 
heart 
may 
co­ 
exist with 
an 
utt< r lack of execu­ 
tive ab ility , and be more than counterbal­ 
anced by ignorauce and prejudice. 
Native 
aptitude gives advantage, but it cannot be 
relied upon alone. 
Even those who pos­ 
sess in the highest degree the natural gift 
of ministration which renders them so 
acceptable to the invalid would find their 
power of usefulness very largely increased 
by a familiarity with w hat may be prop­ 
erly called the science of the sick-room. 
Physicians are recogiliz ng more and more 
the importance of hygienic agencies in the 
treatm ent of disease, and with this there 
has come au increasingly urgent call for the 
scientific instruction and practical training 
of those who are to take charge of inva­ 
lids. 
Science explains the conditions upon 
which the art of the nurse depends, and 
lays down principles which cannot be vio. 
lated without injury ; but it is not at ail 
necessary to make a parade of technical 
language in stating its requirements..— .

W HERE 
EDUCATION 
WAS 
FIRST CAR­ 
RIED 
ON. 


To the Greeks we are indebted for the 
earliest germ .of the university. 
It was 
w ith them chiefly that education took that 
great leap, the greatest ever made, from 
the traditional teacning of the home, the 
shop, the social surroundings, to school, 
master teaching, properly so called. 
Now­ 
adays we schoolmasters think so much of 
ourselves that wo do not make full allow­ 
ance for that other teachiug which was, for 
unkuowo aces, the only teachiug of man­ 
kind. 
The Greeks were the first to intro­ 
duce, not perhaps the primary schoolmas­ 
ter for the B ’e, but certainly the secondary 
or higher schoolmaster, known as rhetori­ 
cian or sophist, who taught the higher pro­ 
fessions ; while their philosophers or w ise 
men introduced a kind of knowledge that 
gave scope to the intellectual faculties, 
w .th or without professional applications— 
the very idea of our Faculty of Arts. 
So self-asserting were these new-born 
teachers of the sophist class, that Plato 
thought it necessary to recall attention to 
the good old perennial source of instruction 
—the home, the trade, and the society. He 
pointed out that the pretenders to teach 
virtue by moral lecturing were as j et com­ 
pletely outrivaled by the influence of the 
family and the social pressure of the com­ 
munity. 
In like manner the arts of life 
were all originally handed down by appren­ 
ticeship 
and 
imitation. 
The greatest 
statesmen and generals of early times had 
simply the education of the actual work. 
Philip of Macedón could have had no other 
teaching; his greater son was the first of 
the line to receive w hat we may call a lib­ 
eral or a general education, under the edu­ 
cator of all Kuropc.—[Prof. Alex. Bain.

A new mining district, adjoining Pina­ 
cate, San D'eeo county, has been organized,

According to the Reno Gazette many 
prospectors are going south to scour the 
country along the line of the Carson and 
Colorado. 
Hawthorne and Luning will 
itrcreare rapidiy during the next few 
months. 
At Fine Gold gulch, three miles south of 
Fine Gold, Fresno county, the narrow vein 
of decomposed quartz is said to be tunrng 
out finely. The miners are now down sixty 
feet in the shaft, and are taking out some 
quartz that assays §200 a ton. 
The ten-stamp mill at the Providence 
Mountain mine is turning out the silver 
bullion at a lively rate. From a run of 
eight days only we learn that a yield of 
$•20,000 was cleaned up.

iBPttCIAL BY TBLEGRAPH TO TH* RECORD* UKI05.J 


S an F rancisco, January 26;h.—Jo h n F . 
Cassell, who was injured in the Tehachapi 
disaster, and is cow in tbi® city, makes a 
statem ent in addition to his previous version 
of the affair. After recounting bis experience 
in the wrecked and burning sleeper, from 
which he was dragged by Howard Tiitou and 
P orter Ashe and laid on a mattress, be con­ 
tinues : 
A t the time we were lying there we 
looked toward the express car, and 
I SAW THREE MEN, 
One a tall, ortci, slender man, wearing a hat 
that was slid b.im m ed 
and 
the 
crown 
slouched down. 
I» was then as b r i g h td a y 
from the ¿ire. 
T ae sh ed er m aa had on an 
ulster th at reached nearly to his feet, and 
was buttoned up to his chin. 
Tne others we 
could not see eo plainly. 
We called to them 
to bring down blankets, etc., a number of 
which the man with the ulster held on his 
left arm, for the ladies, who were perishing 
from eold. 
These men were going up and 
down the track about opposite the wreck of 
the express car. 
They were walking about, 
and clothed as if they |had just come from a 
cabin and not from 
the train. 
A t this 
tim e 
none 
of 
the 
men 
bad 
come 
from the station above or from the cars that 
had been stopped a couple of miles below us. 
W hen these men on the track heard us call­ 
ing for help they paid no attention to us at 
all, 
Soon after this, perhaps five or ten min­ 
utes, M r. McKenzie came up to U9 alone, and 
Governor Downey said to him, “ For God’s 
sake bring me a coat,” for he was nearly 
naked. 
McKenzie stripped off his coat and 
gave it to him. 
Downey asked M cKenzie to 
make a fire. 
He rushed off and seemed to 
start to do it. 
Very shortly afterwards I 
saw a couple of men, who were coming to­ 
wards the passengers. 
One of them gave me 
the impression of being a Chinaman, but I 
am not sure of this. I saw McKenzie runniog 
tow ards these men. 
He had a stick in his 
hand. 
One of tne^e mea turned and M c­ 
Kenzie ran after him. 
A t this time I saw no 
more of these men on the track, and I never 
saw them afterwards. 
The men th at M c­ 
Kenzie chased away I am eure were not of the 
three th at we saw on the track previously, 
do not know exactly their number, but one in 
front faced McKenzie for a moment, then 
turned and ran. 
The relief train from Te­ 
hachapi was just in sight. 
I saw no more of 
these men on the track a t the time the relief 
engine and men arrived from Tehachapi. 
got into the engine and went up with the 
others to tbe station, then to the hotel. 
I 
laid down 
behind 
the stove. 
Governor 
Downey was calling on me all the time. 
He 
was in a room just off the parlor, in bed. 
I 
told him 1 would come as soon as I could 
W hen I went in I found a fellow in his room 
w ith him who called himself M illett. 
I cid 
not like bis Jo »ks. 
H e looked like 
A BAD MAN—A SORT OF GHOUL. 
H e had persuaded the Governor to sign an 
order to allow him to go in search of Mrs. 
Downey’s remains. 
H e said to Downey, “ I 
have no money. 
I am an im portant witness 
for you. 
I can prove that the train was 
abandoned by the conductor and brakeman, 
and you will have to take me cff to San Fran­ 
cisco or Los Angeles and treat me well, or 
the railroad company will m urder me if they 
find me. 
I was up when the train came in 
and saw the train men leave it and the train 
run away without them ,” 
He talked this to 
me, too. 
I told him, “ I don’t w ant to talk 
w ith you a t all.” 
Downey encouraged him 
Bome. 
He was weak and unnerved. 
M illett 
never helped to find Mrs. Downey. 
H e also 
said before me, “ I have got a piece of silk 
th at came out of the express car. 
I suppose 
I mu3t give it up to the railroad com­ 
pany,” 
A fter th at he 
came in 
where 
I was lying down behind the stove and 
said to me, “ You had better take care of me 
—better take me with you. 'T here is a heap 
of money in it.” I said, “ I don’t want any 
of your blood money. 
K eep away from me.” 
Ju st then my partner, Mr. Garvey, arrived 
from Los Angeles, and told this follow to go 
away. 
I said no more, and thought no more 
of it till my friend Steve Roberts came to my 
bedside aod asked i? I was not a little off 
when I told him about the tram ps and thieves 
who Were there to rob the passeDger train. I 
said, “ V/hat I told you was all right.” 
I 6ce 
I am ahead of my story. 
M cKenzie came to 
me and sail he was running < ff those thieves, 
and th at he had scattered them in 
ail 
directions. 
I paid no further attention to it 
then. 
R obert Hauxhnrsfc stopped w ith me 
all day here, and said to me, 
W hat do you 
think of robbing the train by thieves ? ” He 
■aid the railroad o m p an y were trying to get 
up an impression th at the train was attacked 
by robbers. 
I replied, *‘ 1 believe there is 
som othirg in it.” 
I began to think again 
about' wLat McKenzie told me. 
H e told me 
just what I have told y^u. 
Y m mu t make 
allowances for my condition then *1 give the 
facts now as nearly as I can. 
M y luag was 
blocked with a sev?r3 cold, and I took whisky 
to relieve i t ; but did not feel uudor the in­ 
fluence of it. 
I was 
PEBFECTLY COOL AND COLLECTED 
A ll the way through. 
M y statem ent at the 
Coroner’s inquest W a s true, as near as I conld 
remember a t the time. 
W hen the reporter of 
the Chronicle interviewed me on the train I 
was tn a weak and depressed state. 
I did 
not want to be interviewed, but he persisted. 
I told him my evidence at the inquest would 
take precedence of anything I could say then. 
•He no doubt tried to report what I said ac­ 
c u r a c y , hut I am misrepresented in many 
particulars. -Maltby, the front brakeman, 
told me he believed Fatten, the rear brake- 
man, had put the brake on ; th at he was a 
good man, and th at he teils tbe truth 
in 
his 
story. 
I 
belie vo, 
from 
fcis 
cold-blooded desire to speculate on others’ 
misfortunes, th at Miliefct was base enough to 
turn th at brake cff. 
W hat was he doing 
w aiting there? H e had no business there 
th a t I could see or learn from bis own state­ 
m ents. 
I lea n d by hearsay th at some of 
the train men have been in the habit of leav­ 
ing the train there for a short time and going 
to saloons and drinking. 
This was the talk 
around there. 
I am led to believe that Mc­ 
Kenzie saved the coach, though papers give 
a different report. 
I have a theory th at the 
robbers knew the train would be stopped or 
ditched thtr^, and th at some of them went 
there and laid in ambush at the curve on the 
grade, knowing th at the traih would be 
ditched or 
stopped 
there, 
and 
th at a 
confederate turned 
the 
train 
loose 
at 
Tehachapi. 
I think th<=y 
intended 
to 
wreck that train, then rob it. 
I recollect

THE LEGISLATURE. 


T he Work In Senate and Assembly—S o th 
Houses Working Under Disadvantages— 
An Adjournment until Monday—A Re­ 
view of the Work. 


Both houses of the Legislature were in session 
yesterday, and doiog work with barely a quorum of 
members present, a very large number being ab-ent, 
by leave, on important committee duty. As all 
b l s must receive a majority vote of all tbe members 
elected to each house in order to pasa, it was found 
when the third reacimr file was reached that rainy 
important bills were in great danger of being de­ 
feated by three or four votes. It was therefore 
deemed expedient to adjourn until Monday. This 
was done by the Senate by al ro s ta unanimous 
vote, but in the Assembly it was only accomplished 
after several motions to that effect had been voted 
down, the Speaker bolding that it iequired a two- 
third vote to adjourn to any other hour than the one 
named in Rule 19 for the regular meetings of the 
Assembly. 
The Senate met at 10 a. m., President pro tem. 
D»-l Valle in the chair. 
Kellogg introduced a resolution, which 
wag 
adopted, authorizing the p rin tin g <>f the briefs in 
the contested elect on case of Bnluka vs. Steele. 
belly t.f Sdano introduced a bill to ameod Section 
C34 of the Penal Code, rtla iveto taking Fish from 
the waters of the sta e. It strike? out of the pres­ 
ent law the clause making a •* clone season ” from 
n on on Satura a} until Monday morning, and that 
part which forfeits to the State all fishing tackle and 
things thnt are taken. 
It increases tbe size of the 
meshes and regulates the s'ze of the mesh that ah&il 
be used in the capture of fl*h. 
He also introdu ed 
a bill to divide the State into Congressional 
D istrict, and one to amend Sections 392. 394, 395, 
396. 397 and 3'»8 of the Code of Civil Procedure, re­ 
lating to the venue in civil actions. 
The bill is a 
very important one to country merchauta in par­ 
tial ar. 
It provides that the defendant must be 
sued in the toa nship, county or city where he re; 
sides, except in certain cases provided by law, lead­ 
ing the provision that the venue may be changed 
for good cause, when the ends of justice will be 
promoted, or when from any cause the Judge is dis­ 
qualified from acting. It is claimed, for instance, 
that people in Saa Francisco will do business with 
persons in San Diego, or Siskiyou, or t ny other 
county, and becoming alarmed about their standing, 
will bring suit against them and get out a writ of 
attachment. The countryman is compelled to go to 
San Francisc >, and when he gets there t he case is 
postponed on some frivolous pretext, and he is kept 
traveling back wards ^nd forwards until often times' 
he submits to gr« at injustice in settlement rather 
than pay out as much more in trawling expenses. 
Baldwin introduc á an excellent bill amending 
the Code of Civil Procedure, by reducing the uum 
ber of challenges of jurors to five, except where the 
punishment is death, and giving the State the same 
number of challenges as the defeiulaut, in all cases. 
Frazier introduced a division fence bill, which 
provides that continuous owners are mutually 
bound equally to mairtam the boundaries and 
monuments between them, and the division fence 
between them, whenever it becomes necessary for 
the protection of the rights or interests of either 
party. 
EiTglish introduced a bill amending the Bank 
Commissioner Act. w hich will legislate the present 
C mmissioo out of office if it i* passed. 
Knight iutroduced a general law for the formation 
of new counties, and an Act to exempt volunteer 
firemen from the payment cf road poll taxes in in­ 
corporated cities and towns. 
Cross iutroduced a bill making the law in rrgird 
to receiving stolen goods more stringent, auu in 
creasing the penalty. 
Langiord introduced a bill to amend the Act to 
promote the vi icultural interests of the State. It 
follows in part the suggestions of the Board of 
State Viticultural Commissioners. 
That Commis­ 
sion, in a late report to the Governor, made the fol­ 
lowing recommendations: 
Fi st—That the Lfgislature should lelieve the 
Commission of all duties pertaining t > h* rticulture, 
and take action on horticultural matters by creating 
an independent Commission. The Viticultural Com­ 
mission would not object to being united with a 
Horticultural Commission, Stock Breeder’s Commis­ 
sion, etc., so far ;is maintaining offices in common, 
with one Secretary for all, but would favor only dis­ 
tinct appropriation* for the use of each Commis­ 
sion. 
Second—1That the appropriations for the State 
Printing Office be increased, and that the State 
should largely increase the facilities of the Commis­ 
sion for the publication of translated works on the 
culture of the vine, fermentation, etc., and that all 
books of special and permanent value be sold by the 
State at a reasonable price to defray the costs and 
risk? assumed in publication; a sufficient L u m b e r 
of copiej! for tbe use of the Commission and for ex 
change in correspondence to be allowed free to the 
Commission ; the regular reports of the Commission 
to be distributed free, as usual: 
Th’rd-T hat the Legislature should provide that 
any funds donated to the State from any public or 
private sources, or granted by the Uuited States 
Government, f »r the use of the State for promotion 
cf viticulture, should be added by the State Treas­ 
urer to tbe funds controlled by this Commission. 
Vrooman introduced a bill to divide the State 
into Congressional Districts. 
Knight introduced a concurrent resolution ask­ 
ing our Senators and Representatives iu Congress 
to procure the passage of a law authorizing Califor­ 
nia to purchase certain lands of the United States 
in accordance with the recommendation of tbe Sur­ 
veyor General. 
A large number of Ulls were read a first time 
without discussion, until Kellogg’s bill “ to protect 
the public health, to prevent tbe introduction and 
spreading of disease, and to provide fer the pro* 
tection of the health of criminals under sentence or 
conviction of a misdemeanor.” 
McClure strongly opposed the readi g of the bill, 
because ,t allowed the authorities to cut the hair 
of prisoners, thus forfeiting the cues of Ch nese 
convicted of misdemeanors, 
lie held that it was 
unconstitutional and could not be enforced. 
Kellogg urged the reading of the bill, be’ieving 
that it was not unconstitutional, sotin opposition to 
the decision of tbe United States Circuit Court, aod 
that it would prevent many crime*. 
Johnson favored the reading of the bill, and did 
not believe i was unconstitutional. 
It was read a first time. 
The second reading file was then taken up, and 
bills read until a. B. 57, by English, was reached. It 
amends Sec ions 3495 and 3500 of the Political Code, 
relating to pub’ic lands, so that a person desiring to 
purchase may do so without being an actual settler 
upon the land. Murphy ami Johnson strongly op. 
posed the bill, as offering too great an * pportunity 
for persons acquiring largo tracts of land. English, 
Crogg and Spencer of Napa favored the bill, holding 
that there were thousands of acres of land that were 
not fit for actual s« ttlers which could be opened up 
and reclaimed under this bill. It was ordered eu- 
grossed by a vote of 12 ayes to 11 noes. 
~ The next bill to create a discussion was one by 
Del Valle, authorizing the transfer of the cabinet of 
minerals in the btate Library to the State Mining 
Bureau, and appropriating $150 for the expenses of 
the transfer. 
Kelio.g spoke in favor cf the bill, paring th it the- 
mining interests of the State would Le greatly ben­ 
efited by the transfer. The collection was of no 
use where it was at present, it being locked up in a 
retired room in the upper part of the State Library, 
where it was rarely visited by anyone. The State 
Mining Bureau in’ San Francis o was the general 
hr ad quarters of the mining interests of the State, 
and it was tbe, proper place-for this collection of 
minerals 
- 
McClure strenuously opposed the second reading 
of the bill. T © people of the Stare had purchased 
the cabinet forlorn $13,000, and had expended in 
arranging it properly in the State Library the sum 
of $6,550. 
He be ieved the State Capitol w as the 
pr- per place for the exhibition of this valuable col­ 
lection, and he rtould not see why it should be re­ 
moved. 
He hud been informed that if the cases 
were removed they would not be worth $59 
lie 
bid no objection to the State Mining Bureau having 
a collection in San Francisco, but did not favor re­ 
moving this particular collection. 
Cox opposed the second reading of the bill on the 
same grounds. He said there was scarcely a day in 
the year when this collection was not vjsited ami 
examined bv tourists and persons visiting the Cap­ 
itol from different portions of the State. 
Presub nt pro tern. Del V die, the author of the 
bill, called Senator Murphy to the chair and took 
the floor in favor of the bid. 
He said he had intro­ 
duced it by request, and had no personal interest in 
it, but he belh ved that this collection ought to be 
added to the collci tion in the State Mining Bureau 
aud placed under the care of the State Mineralogist 
Suffiv.n said that he did not know anything 
about the merits of the bi 1, but that if it would 
benefit San Francisco i»e wanted to see it passed. , 
McClure said that the collection was a valuable 
one, and part of the collection of the State Mining 
Bureau hud lately been stolen. 
Kellogg again «poke warmly in favor of the bill, 
urging it in Ochalf of t e mining interests of tbe 
St «te. . 
Cr -SB favored the bill and Taylor opposed it. 
Tlie roll was called and ihe Senate refused the bill 
a second reading by a vote of 10 ayes to 14 noes. 
* Del Vallo gavc notice of a motion to reconsider. 
The afternoon session was mostly taken up with a 
protracted discossion up:»n a resolution appropri­ 
ating *500 oat of the contingent fund of the Senate 
fc-r pfstage st&uip3 frr the use of members, Murphy 
and McClure distinguishing themselves as econo 
mists. Before the adoption of the new Constitution 
there was no limit upon the amount each house of 
the Legislature n ight appropriate for the eonvn- 
gent exp* mes of its members. That in trument, 
however, limited it to $25 for each member. This 
resolution provided that the ¿Secretary of State 
should furnish members with *tampi, providing 
that their entire requisitions f >r staiionrry ami 
stumps should not exceed the c institutional iiintt of 
$25. The resolution was adopted. 
Crow Introduced ji resolution, which was adopted, 
allowing the President of the Senate to appoint a 
clerk to take charge of his offic ial correspondence, 
that officer being too ill to at tend to it himself. 
The Committee on Hospitals was granted leave (f 
absence for Monday, Tutáday, Weduesday and 
Thunday of next week. 
English and Johnson were granted one day's leave 
of absence. 
On motion of Murphy, the Senate adjourned until 
Monday at 2 P m 
The Assembly met at 10 a. m , with Speaker La 
Rue in the chair. 
Keeler and Yell were granted indefinite leave of 
absence. 
Bills were introduced as follows: By Terry, to 
amead S< c. ión 1083 of the Penal Code, relating to 
the qualificat'ouB Misti disabi'ities of electors; by 
Farley, relative to thfe salo or keeping or offering for 
sale any article of food, drink, drug, medicine, ppir- 
ituous or malt 1 quor or wine, or any article useful 
in compounding thttn, under a false name, with 
fraudulent intent to deceive as to the character of 
the same, and relative to evidence thereof; by 
Terry, relative to the challenge of voters at elec­ 
tions and the course to be pursued; by Wharton, 
relative to the right of the use of running w ater; 
by W hartón, relative to the use of the right of emi­ 
nent domain; by Ffynn, #every rerson or firm 
who loans money on goods, wares or merchan­ 
dise of any description at any interest above 
the rate of ten pci cent, per annum, except by 
authority of a license, i* guilty of a misdemeanor ; 
by Wharton, relative to the time for the commence­ 
ment of certain civil actions ; declaring the use of 


all water appropriated at the time of the adoption 
of the present Constitution of tais State or that has 
been thereafter or which may hereafter be appro­ 
priated, for sale, rental or distribution, to be a pub­ 
lic use and subject to the regulation and control of 
the Slate in the manner to be prescribed by law; 
and an Act to promote irrigation, applicable to 
Fresno county ; bv Bawle, relative to the powers of 
the State Harbor Oommissianers. 
Le verson’d bil relating to persons of unsound mind 
came up, and was refused a second reading. Ter y 
made a lengthy argument sga nst the bill, saying 
that the Committee on Judiciary were unanimous 
in reporting against it. Its author def .-nded it in a 
very able manner, and gave many reasons wkv some 
law* of the kind ought to be passed to prev™it rich 
criminals from escaping punishment on the plea of 
emotional insanity. 
» 
Cutter moved to adjourn until Monday, and the 
motion wa« lost. 
A motion was then mide to ad­ 
journ until Monday at 10 a. m. 
While the roil was 
oétng called the usual hour for recess—12:39— ar­ 
rived. At the close of the roll call, and btfore the 
vote was announced, Irwin raised the point of order 
that under the rule no further business could be 
•transacted as the hour for recess had arrived. The 
Chair ruled that the point of order was well taken, 
though a majority of the house had voted to ad­ 
journ. 
The afternoon session was principally taken up 
with calling the rod on motions to adjourn until 
Monday, the Speaker ruling that it required a two- 
third vote to aijourn to any other hour than 10 
o’clock to-day. 
Cotter app aled from this decision, but the 
Speaker was sustained. 
« ampbell’s bill for the relief of persons whose 
lands have been sold to the State for taxes, and 
lrwill’s bill to amend Section 73 of the .Civil Code, 
relating to establishing the validity of marriige, 
were passed. 
The filibustering wa* kept up, and at 3:50 p. m. 
the n ctssary two-thirds voted aye, and the Assem­ 
bly adjourned until Monday at 10 o’clock a. m. 
REVIEW. 
The work of the past week, so far as actual legis­ 
lation is concerned, has been very slight, but many 
of the committees of both houses have been en­ 
gaged in important work. 
While the reports given 
in this paper have not been as full in regard to 
minor matters aa in former years, they have con- 
t «ini*d a full record of all proceedings of interest to 
the general pubi c. That but fit tie legislation has been 
effected during; the past week i9due to the fact that 
several of the committees from each house are ab­ 
sent on investigations, leaving both Senate and As­ 
sembly with hard’y a quorum. The Assembly Com­ 
mit t e on Corporations is said to be engaged in a 
very starching examination into the affairs of the 
outgoing Board of Rai road Commbsiouers, but as 
it« sessions are held * ith closed doors it is impossible 
to ascertain what is really being done. 
The Senate 
Committee on State Prisons is undoubtedly making 
a very careful investigation into the management of 
the otate Prisons. 
It has had bt fore it here at the 
Capitol 
Warden 
Ames and all 
his 
books, 
and has now 
gone 
to 
ban 
Francieco 
and 
San 
Quentin 
for 
further investigation. 
The 
Assembly 
Committee 
on 
Slate 
Prisons is 
also conducting an examination into prison man­ 
agement, and has been absent on that duty several 
days. The Commitiees on Commerce and Naviga- 
g&tion of both houses are acting together in an 
investigation of the State Board of Harbor Com­ 
missioners and Pilot Commissioners, aud are taking 
testimony in San Francisco. The Committees on 
Public Buildings have been visiting the various pub 
lie builuings, and now the Senate Committee on 
Hospitals have started for a visit to the Asylum*. 
’Jhe Assembly Committee on Military Affairs al*o 
have

absence 
to in-

the

Francisco. With 
this number of 
committees on 
investigations 
aod hundreds of bills before the committees that are 
here, it is not strange that little h s been aec <m- 
pfished in the way of legislation. The Committee 
on Elections of the Senate have been very busy dur­ 
ing the week r»a ing the testimony taken be-ore 
the Commission; rs in the contested election case of 
Er »okd vs. Steele for a s -at from the district com 
prising the counties o' Santa Barbara. San Luis 
Obispo and Yet tura. 
They have completed the 
reading of the te.-tmiony, and the briefs in the case 
have been ordered printed. A decision in the case 
will probably be reached next week. The case of 
Buck vs. Dudley, for a scat from Holatio county, 
came up with a very voluminous transcript of testi­ 
mony, which was ordered printed. It will leave the 
hauds of tho printer to-day, aud will come before the 
Committee on Elections next week. The Assembly 
Committee on Public Expetditures have also en­ 
tered upon an investigation into the aff firs of the 
Commissioner of Immigration, in accord and with 
the suggestion of the Governor. 
No bilis have yet been reported from the commit­ 
tees for dividing tho State into Congressional, Sena­ 
torial and Assembly districts, for a system of county 
governments, or for a general road law—the three 
most important measures which will come before 
the Legislature.

Among the list of chronic diseases which affect 


the human frame, Catarrh is the most prevalent, 


most offensive, most productive of discomfort, and 


moit liable to a variety of dangerous and distress­ 


ing complications.
